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Current  state  and  federal  budget  cuts  have  prompted  most 
universities  to  no  longer  count  on  the  students  coming  to  them.  Now 
they  are  going  to  the  students  to  promote  their  uniqueness. 

Northwestern  began  its  emphasis  on  recruiting  when  Dr. 
Alost  became  president  of  the  university  in  1986.  At  the  time 
Northwestern's  traditional  student  population  had  seen  a  steady 
decrease  while  the  non-traditional  population  remained  at  healthy 
levels.  The  new  administration  focused  its  attention  on  getting  those 
traditional  students  back  to  Northwestern. 

High  school  recruiting  was  one  of  the  ways  this  goal  became 
accomplished.  Professionally-designed  informational  booths  set  up 
at  career  day  functions  in  various  high  schools  throughout  the 
region  created  awareness  about  Northwestern's  strong  points. 

Current  and  recently  graduated  students  often  man  the 
booths  and  tell  students  of  the  beautiful  campus,  the  central  location, 
not  too  far  from  home,  and  the  advantages  to  being  in  Natchitoches. 
Students  are  treated  with  pens,  catalogs  and  brochures  to  make 
certain  the  idea  of  Northwestern  is  with  them  even  after  they  leave. 
Students  are  also  given  inquiry  cards  to  fill  out  allowing 
Northwestern  a  list  of  phone  numbers 
and  addresses  for  prospective  students. 
The  cards  allow  recruiters  to  call  stu- 
dents back  and  answer  any  concerns 
they  have  about  Northwestern.  This 
individual  contact  follows  up  the  per- 
sonal image  presented  at  the  booths. 

The  recruiting  is  not  always 
done  outside  the  University.  On  several 
i     occasions  throughout  the  year  students 
come  here  to  be  recruited. 

On  Spirit  day,  dance  lines  and 
cheerleading  teams  throughout  the  state  perform.  The  performances 
are  followed  with  instructional  sessions  which  promote  Northwest- 
ern. 

Senior  days  are  held  each  spring  and  fall  and  provide  the  most 
personal  attention  of  the  recruiting  process.  High  school  seniors 
come  to  Northwestern  on  those  days  and  are  treated  to  lunch,  tickets 
to  Demon  sporting  events  and  tours  of  the  campus.  Thus  results  a 
combination  many  find  hard  to  resist. 

The  Admissions  and  Recruiting  Office,  headed  by  Marsha 
Zulick,  oversees  recruiting  for  Northwestern.  Seven  full-time  re- 
cruiters, including  one  out-of-state,  five  in-state,  and  one  Scholars' 
College,  work  out  of  the  office.  Judging  by  the  repeated  increases  in 
enrollment  Northwestern  has  seen  in  the  past  seven  years,  their 
efforts  have  apparently  been  successful. $p&  Jeff  Gun

Louisiana  Capitol  Federal  Credit  Union  and  Heritage  Bank 
of  Natchitoches  have  helped  manage  students'  time  by  offering  on- 
campus  hanking  services. 

During  the  Spring  1993  semester,  LCFCU  opened  the  first 
24-hour  automated  teller  machine  at  the  front  entrance  of  the 
Student  Union  near  the  University  Bookstore.  Access  to  the  services 
of  the  machine  requires  a  card  that  operates  on  specific  networks. 
Cards  that  operate  on  Gulfnet,  Plus,  Cirrus  or  Pulse  networks,  as  well 
as  VISA,  American  Express,  Mastercard  and  Discover  can  be  used  at 
the  machine. 

Heritage  Bank  of  Natchitoches  opened  an  ATM  at  the 
Student  Union  during  the  Fall  1 993  semester.  It  is  also  located  at  the 
front  entrance  near  Guys-N-Gals  Hair  Salon.  Any  ATM  cards  using 
Gulfnet  or  Plus  networks  may  be  used  at  the  machine  to  withdraw 
cash  or  check  available  balances  from  other  financial  institutions. 
Discover,  American  Express,  VISA  and  Mastercard  are  also  honored 
24  hours  a  day. 

A  Heritage  Bank  access  card  may  also  be  used  to  withdraw 
cash  from  a  checking  or  savings  account.  Deposits  to  the  checking  or 

savings  account,  transfers  of  funds  be- 
tween the  two  accounts,  or  requests  about 
current  available  balances  may  be  made 
with  the  bank  card.  Loan  or  safety  box 
payments  may  be  deposited  at  the  ATM. 
"The  machine  is  new  and  us- 
age is  low,"  said  Teresa  Pierce,  director 
of  marketing  at  Heritage  Bank.  "We  feel 
that  by  next  August  ,  we  will  see  a 
growth  in  the  use  of  the  machine.  The 
ATM  is  fast  and  convenient  and  we 
think  that  they  are  a  great  service." 
"They  are  very  convenient, "said  Kerry  Cockerham,  a  sopho- 
more from  Shreveport,  "because  you  don't  have  to  drive  off  campus 
to  get  cash  and  you  don't  have  to  wait  in  line  in  the  University 
Bookstore  for  money." 

Not  everyone  agrees  the  machines  are  the  best. 
"The  machines  aren't  very  reliable,"  said  Marcus  Walker. 
"One  night  I  was  counting  on  getting  cash  to  go  to  an  out  of  town 
[football]  game  and  when  I  arrived  at  the  ATM  it  was  out  of  order." 
On  campus  ATMs  are  a  good  service  for  faculty,  staff  and 
students  at  Northwestern.  The  variety  of  cards  that  can  be  used  at  the 
machines  makes  banking  easy  for  many  people.  ATMs  are  great  for 
unforeseen  cash  emergencies,  out  of  town  trips,  and  even  during 
regular  banking  hours  to  help  speed  students  on  their  way.  mffl

It's  the  Robert  W.  Wilson  Recreation  Complex  across  from 
the  main  campus  on  the  Natchitoches  Bypass.  The  Rec  Complex,  as 
it  is  more  commonly  known,  is  a  78-acre  facility  that  houses  an 
olympic-sized  pool,  a  club  house  pavilion,  tennis  courts,  a  driving 
range,  and  a  9-hole  golf  course  with  pro-shop. 

The  swimming  pool  is  open  seasonally  from  April  1  until 
September  30.  Students  have  free  entry  with  their  ID,  and  the  public 
can  access  the  facility  on  a  fee  basis.  Other  fee  structures  allow  use 
of  the  golf  course  and  cart  rentals. 

The  Rec  Complex  is  open  Tuesday-Sunday,  8  am  until  dark. 
The  complex  is  closed  on  Monday. 

"In  earlier  years,  we  didn't  see  any  students  at  the  complex. 
Then  we  began  promoting,  and  now  we  have  a  pretty  good  crowd." 
said  Ernestine  Hassan,  an  employee  at  the  complex. 

Besides  the  individual  use,  the 
facilities  are  rented  by  local  companies 
such  as  Willamette  Industries  and  Trus 
Joist  for  activities  such  as  parties  or 
meetings.  Also  various  student  groups 
have  parties  in  the  pavilion. 

"The  Rec  Complex  is  where  I  go  to 
relax.  I  enjoy  golfing  in  the  fall;  and 
when  the  pool  is  open,  I  go  almost 
everyday.  The  facility  is  good  for 
everyone  and  I  think  it's  good  it  is  open 
to  the  public."  said  Melissa  Foushee,  a 
junior  from  Monroe. 

For  refreshment  and  nourishment,  there  is  a  large  concession 
area,  complete  with  a  grill  and  beverages. 

Whether  enjoying  golf,  tennis  or  swimming,  the  Rec  Complex 
is  a  year  round  opportunity  to  get  away  from  it  all  by  just  crossing  the 
highway  and  leaving  all  those  problems  back  on  the  campus,  d&k

Approximately  112 
units  will  be  available,  and  they  are 
expected  to  house  up  to  450  stu- 
dents. 

There  will  be  three  different 
sets  of  apart- 
ments. The  **< 
first  will  be 
one  bedroom 
efficiency 
apartments 
with  495 
square  feet  of 
living  space. 
The  second 
set  will  have 
two  bedroom/ 
two  bath  units 

with  6 10  square  feet  of  living  space. 
This  type  is  anticipated  to  be  the 
most  popular  among  students.  The 
third  set  of  apartments  will  have 
four  bedroom/two  bath  units  with 
873  square  feet  of  living  space.  Cen- 
tury Development  Corporation  is 
planning  to  build  12  efficiency  units, 
44  two  bedroom/bath  suites  and  84 
four  bedroom/two  bath  suites  m 
Phase  !,  to  be  completed  in  1994. 

"Each  unit  will  be  furnished 
and  will  have  a  private  patio  area. 
The  complex  will  be  secured  with  a 


wrought  iron  fence  and  card  access 
to  residents  only.  The  complex  will 
also  have  a  clubhouse,  a  swimming 
pool,  laundry  facilities,  and  recre- 
ational facilities  for  the  residents. 
According  to  Harold  Boutte, 
Northwestern  director  of  housing, 
the  complex  will  be  limited  to  jun- 
iors, seniors,  graduate  students,  and 
faculty/staff. 

"The  apartments  will  give 
upperclassmen  some  options  be- 
cause most  of  the  upperclassman 
like  more  pri- 
vacy," he  said. 
Accord- 
ing to  the 
overview 
plans  for  the 
complex,  the 
proposed  rent 
per  month/per 
student  on  a 
two  bedroom/ 
two  bath  unit 
will  be  ap- 
proximately S229-S244  and  ap- 
proximately $167-5175  for  a  four 
bedroom/two  bath  unit  per  student 
in  comparison  to  the  Northwestern 
housing  current  rates  of  $122.50 
for  a  double  room  per  month/per 
student  and  $205  for  a  private  room 
per  month/per  student. 

"This  is  a  win-win  situation 
for  everyone  involved,"  Boutte 
said.  The  students  u,  ill  have  afford- 
able campus  housing,  and  the  I'm 
versity  will  not  ha\  e  to  spend  addi- 
tional funds  in  the  project.*'  $£&

The  Folk  Festival,  held  July  16-  18, 1993,  brought  thousands 
of  visitors  to  the  area.  The  Prather  parking  lot  was  lined  with 
recreational  vehicles  the  entire  week. 

The  festival  kicked  off  with  a  chili  cook-off  on  July  1 5  th.  This 
gave  patrons  an  opportunity  to  sample  chili  cooked  by  local  chefs. 
"I  thought  the  Folk  Festival  was  a  good  example  of  the  flavor 
of  this  state,"  said  Charles  Jay  Budd.  "It  exposed  everyone  to  a  wide 
variety  of  cultures.

Parker  was  also  in 
charge  of  seeing  that  the  station  com- 


plied with  FCC  regulations. 

Plans  are  being  discussed 
to  move  the  facility  to  the  first 
floor  of  Kyser  Hall  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1994  after  some  logistical 
and        FCC 
problems  are 
solved. 

The  sta- 
tion, continu- 
ing its  theme 
of  "The  De- 
mon", has  be- 
come an  even 
more  listened 
to  station  with 
not  only  NSU 
students  but 
also  town 
folks  desiring 
an  alternative 
sound  to  local 
commercial 
radio. 
The  student  media  for  all 
their  controversies  and  confusion 
are  the  main  conduits  for  the  cam- 
pus population  as  well  as  town 
folks  to  find  out  what  is  going  on 
up  on  "Normal  Hill." 
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A rgus,  Northwestern 's  9-year-old  literary  magazine,  became 
the  center  of  controversy  in  student  media  this  year  because  of  a 
poem  written  by  Grant  Williams. 

Over  the  summer  Williams's  poem,  "Power  Tools  and  Eroti- 
cism" was  the  talk  of  campus  after  President  Alost  wrote  a  letter 
alleging  Williams'  poem  and  a  line  drawing  on  the  same  page  were 
obscene.  The  letter  carried  no  threats  but  only  expressed  concerns. 
Opinions  varied  around  the  campus  with  the  Current  Sauce  refuel- 
ing the  controversy  in  its  first  issue  when  editor  Jim  Henderson 
endorsed  the  President's  actions  at  the  same  time  reprinting  the 
controversial  poem  for  readers  to  decide  themselves. 

Another  Argus  problem  was  the  selection  of  the  1994  editor. 
In  a  May  1993  meeting  when  all  leadership  positions  in  Student 
Media  are  selected,  the  Media  Board  opted  to  not  choose  from  any 
of  the  applicants  for  Argus  editor.  Instead  the  board  requested  the 
position  be  advertised  again  in  the  fall. 

At  the  fall  meeting  Paul  Pickering  was  selected  as  editor  but 
subsequently  resigned  from  the  university.  In  a  third  application 
process,  Randy  Price  was  chosen. 

Price  said  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  being  editor  of  the 
Argus  this  year  and  that  readers  could 
expect  a  whole  new  style  and  look  for  the 
magazine.  The  fall  contest  for  submis- 
sions had  a  record  1 76  entries  so  maybe 
the  controversy  did  fuel  more  interest  in 
the  literary  publication. 

The  1994  Potpourri  editor,  Larrion 
Hillman,  had  a  challenge  in  trying  to 
follow  JeffBreaux's award  winning  1993 
edition  which  had  received  national  rec- 
ognition and  accolades. 

When  asked  what  his  plans  were 
considering  the  success  of  his  predeces- 
sors, Hillman  said  "We  are  taking  a  whole  new  angle.  In  the  past, 
books  have  focused  more  on  the  campus  and  events.  But,  this  year 
we  hope  to  gear  the  book  more  towards  the  people.". 

'"For  The  People'  came  about  because  we  wanted  to  have  a 
book  that  focused  on  the  people  of  Northwestern"  said  assistant 
editor  Dwayne  Jones.  "They're  what  make  the  university." 

As  editor  of  the  Current  Sauce,  James  B.  "Jim"  Henderson, 
had  the  responsibility  of  keeping  Northwestern  students  informed 
about  the  people  and  events  that  shaped  the  university  on  a  weekly 
basis. 

Current  Sauce  stories  this  year  covered  the  gamut  from 
breaking  the  story  of  four  Northwestern  coaches  being  fired  to  a 
continuing  series  of  stories  relating  problems  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
fraternity  and,  of  course,  the  latest  in  parking  lot  plans.  At  least 
everyone  was  anxious  for  the  Tuesday  newspaper  distribution  for 
some  reason  other  than  pizza  coupons.  $£&

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Family  Day  has  been  a  Northwestern  tradition  for  over  30 
years.  During  this  day  students,  their  families  and  Northwestem's 
faculty  and  staff  get  an  opportunity  to  share  school  stories  and  enjoy 
various  activities  on  campus. 

The  activities  and  the  entertainment  are  organized  by  Carl 
Henry,  director  of  student  activities.  The  staff  of  the  Student 
Activities  Board  was  involved  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the 
different  events.  Blue  Key  and  Purple  Jackets  were  in  charge  of 
registration. 

Every  fall  over  5 ,000  letters  are  mailed  to  parents  of  full-time 
students  inviting  them  to  join  Northwestem's  Family  Day  tradition. 
According  to  Mr.  Henry,  over  700  people  came  to  campus  this  year 
to  enjoy  the  celebration. 

The  activities  began  at  9:00  am  with  recreational  sports  at 
the  Intramural  Gym  and  a  Golf  Scramble  at  the  Recreation  Com- 
plex. Then  families  went  to  register  at  the  Fine  Arts  Auditorium. 
During  registration  families  received  information  about  different 
activities  planned  for  the  day.  Then  a  general  assembly  welcomed 
families  to  Northwestern.  After  the  general  assembly  family  mem- 
bers had  dinner  at  newly-remodeled 
Iberville  Cafeteria. 

At  6:30  pm  the  Pregame  Activi- 
ties took  off  at  Turpin  Stadium.  The 
crowd  enjoyed  the  performance  of  the 
Northwestern  Marching  Band  and  the 
Demon  Dazzlers.  Northwestern  defeated 
East  Texas  State  for  their  first  victory  of 
the  season.  After  the  game  there  was  a 
display  of  fireworks  that  concluded  the 
events  for  the  evening. 

"I  was  impressed  by  how  smooth 
the  family  day's  activities  went,"  said  Charles  Jay  Budd.  "A  lot  of 
thought  obviously  went  into  the  planning  process  and  the  program 
coordinators  should  be  commended." 

Throughout  the  day  family  members  got  an  opportunity  to 
share  some  quality  time  with  the  students.  They  also  got  a  glance  at 
college  life  and  saw  the  different  things  available  at  Northwestern. 
"Family  Day  draws  parents  back  to  the  university  for  a  day 
where  they  can  interact  with  students  and  also  attend  some  enjoy- 
able events  here  at  Northwestern,"  said  Henry.

Students 
of  Northwestern  can  often  be  seen  shoving  quarters  into  the  ma- 
chines hoping  they  will  be  the  one  of  the  lucky.  However,  many 
times  the  machines  keep  the  money  and  the  students  only  have  the 
experience  to  take  home. 

Video  poker  is  offered  at  many  places  popular  with  North- 
western students,  including  Maggio's  and  Antoon's  Liquor  Store. 
Bodacious  Country,  The  Diamondback  Lounge  and  Yesterday's 
have  the  machines.  The  Press  Box  also  has  video  poker  in  their  game 
room. 

"I  don't  believe  many  people  will  win  the  big  jackpot,"  said 
Sina  Maghsoudi.  "Losing  fifty  bucks  in  one  night  proved  that  my 
chances  of  getting  rich  are  slim."

Lott's  O'Luck  Game  Room  is  operated  by  RCS  Gaming  of 
Shreveport  and  owned  by  Shop-A-Lott,  Inc.,  which  also  owns  the 
Chevron  station  next  to  the  game  room.  Under  Louisiana  gaming 
laws,  an  operation  of  rhis  type  can  only  be  established  if  it  is  part  of 

truck  stop. 

Inside  Lott's  O'  Luck,  the  neon 
lights  and  plush  interior  lend  excite- 
ment and  comfort  to  the  game  of  poker. 
In  addition  to  the  game  room,  the  Royal 
Flush  Grill  and  Bar  is  open  during  all 
operating  hours.  The  game  room  and 
grill  are  open  24  hours  and  50  video 
poker  machines  are  available  for  play. 
Two  different  types  of  machines  are 
present:  Bag  Full  of  Dollars  and  Player's 
Choice  Draw  Poker.  Both  types  o(  ma- 
chines offer  eight  different  games  and  a  possible  payoff  of  up  to  $500. 
"I  love  vido  poker,"  said  Charles  Jay  Budd.  "I  won  $80  and 
boy,  did  we  ever  celebrate.  I  was  estatic.  I  had  never  seen  anyone  win 
that  much  money  at  one  time  from  video  poker.  Hopefully  lady  luck 
will  strike  me  again  some  day."

This  past  year,  the  honor  was  bestowed  upon  David  Rose,  a  senior  from  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Texas  and  Jennifer  Berry,  a  senior  from  Pineville. 

Rose,  a  student  at  the  Louisiana  Scholars'  College,  served  as  President  of 
Northwestern' s  Baptist  Student  Union,  Secretary  of  Circle  K  and  Blue  Key,  and 
was  active  in  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and  Phi  Eta  Sigma  National  Honor  Fraternities.  He 
served  as  a  Freshman  Connector  and  received  numerous  awards  including  the 
Presidential  Academic  Award  and  the  Louisiana  Scholars'  College  Academic 
Award  while  becoming  involved  in  missionary  work  for  the  BSU.

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The  night  was  perfect,  dinner  was  outstanding,  and  the  conver- 
sation was  stimulating.  The  walk  home  under  the  moonlight  was 
absolutely  romantic.  On  the  couch,  back  home,  things  were  starling  to 
gel  steamy. 

Now,  the  scene  changes.  The  couple  sees  a  bed.  They  become 
excilcd,  but  wait  a  minute — is  there  birth  control?  Is  there  a  condom? 
What  a  way  to  dampen  the  mood.  Safe  sex  isn't  stimulating.  It 
seems  that  if  people  were  more  careful,  they  would  not  worry  so  much 
about  consequences  such  as  HIV,  gonorrhea,  syphilis,  other  sexually- 
transmitted  diseases  (STD)  and  even  unwanted  pregnancies. 

Most  people  know  what  happens  when  safe  sex  is  not  practiced. 
For  those  that  are  unsure,  there  are  places  on  campus  which  can  help 
students  understand  sex. 

The  Career  and  Counseling  Service  is  located  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Student  Union.  They  offer  students  counseling  on  birth  control, 
STDs,  dale  rape  and  alcohol  use.They  also  offer  free  AIDS  testing  to 
students.  Students  can  also  pick  up  free  condoms  in  the  infirmary. 

The  Natchitoches  Outpatient  Medical  Clinic  is  another  infor- 
mation base  for  students.  The  clinic  staff  works  with  Career  and 
Counseling  Services  setting  up  presentations  in  dorms,  and  they  also 

offer  in-house  presentations  for  shy  stu- 
dents. 

"During  freshman  orientation,  we 
have  class  time  set  aside  for  presentations," 
said  Lynelle  Hal  I,  director  of  education  and 
training  and  also  HIV  director  and  coordi- 
nator for  the  Outpatient  Clinic.  "We  give 
presentations  on  birth  control,  sexually- 
transmitted  diseases  and  other  sex-related 
issues." 

Students  are  aware  of  the  risks  of 
^™  having  sex,  some  students  just  choose  not 

to  listen.  Hall  added. 
"The  students  who  think  they  know  everything  are  in  the  most 
trouble,"  said  Hall.  "They  do  not  understand  that  the  HIV  virus  changes 
or  mutates  constantly." 

On  the  other  hand,  open-minded  individuals  seek  out  informa- 
tion on  sex  issues. 

"These  are  the  students  who  know  about  HIV;  these  are 
the  students  who  go  out  of  their  way  to  learn  about  sexually- 
transmitted  diseases;  these  are  the  students  who  use  con- 
doms," said  Hall. 

Those  students,  who  are  interested  in  pursuing  a  well- 
rounded  education  learn  about  sexual  issues.  Those  who  live  in 
the  dorms  on  campus  can  ask  someone  do  a  presentation  for 
them. 

Pamphlets  on  almost  every  sex-related  issue  are  avail- 
able on  the  second  and  third  floor  of  the  Student  Union. 

What  the  future  holds  is  not  known,  but  it  will  certainly 
be  nice  to  be  around  to  find  out.    /£-s\

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Students  noticed  big  changes  when  they  entered  the  Iberville 
Cafeteria  and  Itza  Pizza  after  the  summer  session.  Both  facilities 
underwent  major  changes  and  renovations  to  better  serve  their 
customers. 

Changes  to  Itza  Pizza  included  expanding  to  three  eating 
concepts  instead  of  one.  Itza  remained  ,  but  added  to  the  eating  area 
were  the  Grillworks  serving  hamburgers  and  other  grilled  foods  and 
Leghorns  serving  chicken. 

The  eating  area  was  also  expanded  to  include  the  Alley 
which  added  125  additional  seats,  according  to  Chuck  Weaver, 
ARA  food  services  director.  In  addition,  four  new  video  games, 
three  new  pool  tables  and  a  CD  jukebox  were  purchased  to  enhance 
the  environment. 

Iberville  underwent  the  most  dramatic  changes,  however. 
The  curtains  were  replaced  by  mini  blinds,  carpeting  was  installed 
and  a  privacy  section  was  added  to  the  floor  plan.

Weaver  said  the  beverage  counter  was 
totally  redone  and  all  the  old  serving 
lines  were  torn  out  to  accommodate  the 
new  concepts.  To  handle  the  new  food 
items,  new  kitchen  equipment  was  pur- 
chased, according  to  Weaver. 

"I  was  excited  to  see  the  new 

changes  when  I  returned  to  school,"  said 

Rhodes  Bevill.  "I  was  disappointed  to 

discover  they  had  discontinued  their  delivery  service,  but  the  new 

variety  of  foods  offered  more  than  compensate  for  its  loss." 

"I  am  glad  Itza  expanded,"  said  Melissa  Foushee.  "Now  I  have 
a  place  I  can  go  watch  my  Soap  Opera  during  lunch.  I  used  to  have 
to  pick  up  something  on  the  run  and  jog  back  to  my  room.  Now  I  can 
watch  TV  in  the  Alley  while  I  enjoy  my  food. 

"Expectations  of  customers'  change,  and  we  have  to  try  to 
change  too,"  Weaver  said.  "We  have  a  very  positive  response  to  the 
changes."  4»^

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Parking  solutions  and  problems  were  hard  to  differentiate 
this  year  as  the  campus  beautification  plan  began  to  take  shape  in  the 
form  of  reconfiguration  of  the  parking  lots  around  Kyser  Hall. 

The  pinch  of  too  few  parking  spaces  has  been  felt  for  several 
years  but  was  now  felt  in  force  during  the  double  digit  enrollment 
increases  since  1989.  To  solve  the  problem,  the  administration 
formed  a  committee  which  would  reorganize  parking  and  beautify 
the  campus  at  the  same  time. 

As  the  plan  now  stands,  students  can  look  forward  to  another 
mall  type  area  behind  Watson  Library  similar  to  the  one  in  the  front. 
It  will  be  landscaped  and  include  one  of  two  bell  towers  on  campus. 
More  sidewalks  are  also  in  store  for  Northwestern.  This  is  to 
facilitate  the  goal  of  the  campus  beautification  project,  which  is  to 
change  Northwestern  into  a  pedestrian  campus. 

Initiating  this  goal  was  a  new  178  capacity  parking  lot  built 
behind  Williamson  Hall  in  December  of  1992.  While  the  lot 
appeared  to  alleviate  the  problem,  one  month  later  the  faculty  lot 
between  Kyser  Hall  and  Williamson  Hall  would  be  closed  and  turned 
into  a  walking  mall. 

Closing  the  lot  brought  nu- 
merous parking  changes  to  campus.  Fac- 
ulty parking  was  shifted  to  the  student 
union  parking  lot  and  secured  from  stu- 
dent entry  by  gates  which  can  only  be 
opened  by  magnetic  access  cards.  Stu- 
dents gained  the  curb  spaces  in  other 
lots  formerly  reserved  for  faculty  and 
staff. 

By  Fall  1993,  the  budget  had 
been  passed;  and  Northwestern  indeed 
had  enough  funds  to  continue  at  least 
one  more  part  of  the  plan.  University  workers  drilled  holes  in  the 
Kyser  lot's  pavement  and  a  company  in  Alexandria  was  contracted 
for  $800  to  transplant  trees  from  other  parts  of  campus  to  the  area. 
Fifteen  trees  were  transplanted  to  the  area,  including  pine, 
cypress  and  oak. 

With  so  many  oaks  planted  in  the  lot,  problems  may  arise  in 
the  future.  Since  the  root  systems  of  oaks  grow  larger  and  closer  to  the 
surface  than  most  trees,  some  of  the  pavement  surrounding  the  trees 
may  begin  to  crack.  According  to  Jerry  Smith,  superviser  of  grounds, 
that  probably  will  not  be  a  problem  for  another  50  years. 

Meanwhile,  the  campus  beautification  plan  will  continue  as 
long  as  funding  holds  out.  Assuming  the  best,  the  plan  should  be 
carried  out  in  its  entirety  by  the  end  of  the  decade.  (^

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Praises  can  be  heard  around  campus  because  the  voyage  to 
Roy  Hall  to  pick  up  those  student  worker  checks  at  the  cashier's 
office  is  finally  over. 

During  the  first  week  of  August,  the  cashier's  office  ceased 
to  operate  in  Roy  Hall,  shutting  down  for  a  brief  period  to  transfer 
all  necessary  supplies  to  St.  Denis  Hall. 

The  decision  to  move  locations  was  based  on  two  reasons, 
according  to  an  office  worker  at  Fiscal  Affairs.  One  because  there 
is  more  room  at  St.  Denis  Hall  and,  secondly,  because  the  new 
location  is  more  accessible  to  students  now  that  it  is  in  the  center 
of  campus. 

"I  think  it's  great  because  it  is  more  accessible  now  that  it 
is  in  the  middle  of  campus,  and  because  you  pick  up  your  loan 
checks  at  the  cashier's  office  now,  instead  oi  at  Financial  Aid," 
Maxine  Matta  said.  Many  other  dorm  students  also  like  the  new 
location  because  many  students  do  not  have  cars  and  it  was  hard 
for  them  to  get  all  the  way  over  to  Roy  Hall  in  the  past. 

Although  the  students  living  on  campus  seem  to  prefer  the 
change,  not  everyone  is  singing  its  praises. 

"1  liked  the  old  office  better  because  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  find  a  parking  spot  at  St.  Denis  Hall,"  Tracey  Oliver,  a  computer 
student  said.  "When  it  was  in  Roy  Hall,  I  could  swing  by  on  my  way 
home." 

"It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  close  enough  to  classes  so  you  don't 
need  to  drive  over  there,"  Amy  Tyler,  also  a  computer  student  said. 
"It  seems  more  logical  because  I  can  easily  run  across  the  road 
when  I  get  out  of  my  Kyser  class." 

Although  the  new  location  has  more  space,  there  is  still 
the  same  number  of  employees.  "I  guess  there  is  just  more  breath- 
ing room  for  students  while  they  stand  in  line  to  be  waited  on," 
Greg  Rachel,  a  sociology  major,  said. 

"Sure,  like  with  any  relocation  there  will  be  many  down- 
falls," Rachel  said.  "But  the  move  is  beneficial  overall.  There  are 
less  parking  spaces,  but  because  of  the  convenient  location,  there 
is  less  reason  to  drive.  The  layout  of  the  building  also  provides  a 
more  open  atmosphere,  giving  people  a  feeling  they  are  not 
waiting  in  line  as  long  as  they  really  are."

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Many  students  think  being  a  Resident  Assistant  is  all  about 
getting  a  private  room,  a  monthly  paycheck  and  cute  little  name  tags 
over  your  door.  Being  an  RA  is  about  understanding,  caring,  respect 
and  about  loving  what  is  done  for  people. 

"My  life  as  an  RA  is  a  mixture  of  many  things,"  said  Amy 
Surcouf.  "My  job  is  a  combination  of  responsibility,  leadership, 
caring  and,  most  of  all,  just  being  a  person." 

Most  residential  advisers  agree  being  an  RA  is  much  more 
than  the  monetary  rewards  for  their  services. 

"Many  people  don't  realize  the  impact  an  RA  has  over  their 
halls  —  especially  in  the  situation  1  am  in  at  the  Louisiana  School," 
said  Clay  Gardner.  "As  an  RA  I  am  directly  responsible  for  the 
molding  of  the  minds  of  the  forty  16  and  1 7  year  old  students  that  live 
on  my  hall." 

Residents  often  see  RAs  as  hall  monitors.  However,  being 
an  RA  involves  many  more  responsibilities.  "Few  can  realize  the 
impact  an  RA  has,"  said  Marcus  Walker.  "Especially  in  the  situation 
I  am  in.  I  work  at  the  Louisiana  School  with  15  and  16  year  old 
students,  and  I  must  help  them  make  many  of  the  decisions  that  will 

effect  the  rest  o{  their  lives." 

"My  life  as  an  RA  has  become 
a  part  of  my  personality,"  said  Gardner. 
"As  an  RA  I  have  been  a  father,  a  doctor, 
a  laborer,  a  police  person  and,  last  but 
not  least  ,  a  friend.  These  experiences 
have  helped  me  grow  up  and  helped  me 
become  a  more  responsible  person." 

Most  RAs  consider  being  a 
friend  to  their  residents  the  easiest  part 
of  the  ir  j  ob.  The  hardest  part  of  the ir  j  ob 
is  when  friendship  must  be  set  aside  and 
the  rules  have  to  be  enforced.  Many  RAs  find  themselves  in  very 
uncomfortable  situations  because  residents  often  resent  them  being 
an  authority  figure. 

"My  life  as  an  RA  has  been  very  rewarding  at  times.  I  have 
met  a  lot  of  new  people  and  friends,  "  said  Noe  Dison.  "However  it 
is  very  frustrating  when  you  are  just  doing  your  job  and  people  are 
smart  to  you  and  all  you  can  do  is  take  it  and  smile." 

"Although  it  does  occupy  lots  of  your  time,  it  is  more  than 
worth  it,"  said  Angie  Williams.  "I  spend  much  time  with  the  girls  on 
my  hall  and  we  really  become  good  friends." 

"Even  though  being  an  RA  can  be  very  time  consuming,  it  is 
very  rewarding  too,"  said  Laina  Fredieu,  Lead  RA  at  Sabine  Dorm. 
"The  reward  is  the  friendships  and  all  the  people  I  have  met.$||

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Movie  producers  entertained  on  a  grand  scale; 
the  music  industry  changed  focus  and  fashion  took  a 
few  steps  back  in  time  during  the  summer  of  1993. 

Hollywood  unleashed  its  guns  while  promoting 
the  hit  movie  "Jurassic  Park."  The  movie,  set  in  a 
futuristic  park,  depicts  the  rebirth  of  the  dinosaurs. 

Everywhere  one  looked,  dinosaurs  were  seen. 
There  are  "Jurassic  Park"  action  figures  and  stuffed 
dinosaurs.  McDonald' s  entered  the  promotional  race 
with  the  "Jurassic  Park"  value  meal,  including 
"dino-sized"  french  fries  and  soft  drinks. 

Competing  with  "Jurassic  Park"  to  be  hit 
movie  of  the  summer  was  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's  "Last  Action  Hero"  which

Although  "Jurassic  Park"  overshadowed 
other  movies  of  the  summer,  quality  entertain- 
ment was  still  available  after  viewing  the  dino- 
saur thriller.  Sylvester  Stallone  was  successful 
with  his  movie  "Cliffhanger;"  Meg  Ryan  and 
Tom  Hanks  were  "Sleepless  in  Seattle;"  and 
Emilio  Estevez  and  Richard  Dreyfus,  along  with  Rosie 
O'Donnell,  went  on  "Another  Stakeout."

The  end  of  the  summer  movies  included  such 
stars  as  Clint  Eastwood  and  Harrison  Ford.  Eastwood 
starred  in  "In  the  Line  of  Fire"  as  a  worn-out  Secret 
Service  agent  who  asked  to  be  assigned  to  protect  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  In  a  remake  of  the 
1 960' s  drama,  "The  Fugitive,"  Ford  shined  as  he  tried 
to  make  his  escape  and  capture  the  one-armed  man. 

While  the  box  office  was  enjoying  success,  Top 
40  music  was  suffering  a  decline.  Although  estab- 
lished stars  such  as  Mariah  Carey  and  Whitney  Hous- 
ton were  successful,  other  forms  of  music  began  to 
take  hold. 

A  new  movement  causing  waves  in  the  music 
industry  is  the  rising  popularity  of  country  music.  As 
new  stars  are  being' introduced,  more  young  listeners 
are  tuning  iri  to  country  music  stations.  The  movement 
is  being  termed  "young  country"  because  of  the  new 
listening  age  and  the  younger  performers  in  the  indus- 
try. Tracy  Byrd,  Wynonna,  Clay  Walker  and  Confed- 
erate Railroad  are  among  the  rising  new  stars  of 
country  music.  Spurring  this  movement,  Billy  Ray 
Cyrus  rated  the  top-selling  album  of  1992  with  "Some

Also  enjoying  success  over  Top  40,  alternative 
music  firmly  implanted  itself  into  the  music  industry. 
The  Red  Hot  Chili  Peppers,  Nirvana,  Soundgarden  and 
Pearl  Jam  were  extremely  popular  with  college  stu- 
dents. Two  of  the  bands  —  Nirvana  and  Pearl  Jam  — 
were  among  the  top  1 0  selling  albums  for  the  past  year. 
The  movement  attached  to  this  style  of  music  is  termed 
grunge. 

Grunge  is  also  a  fashion  statement  that  has  its 
roots  in  the  music  industry  in  Seattle.  Many  alternative 
bands  originated  in  this  city  and  carried  their  fashion 
style  and  attitudes  with  them  into  the  mainstream 
public.  When  aspiring  to  achieve  the  grunge  look,  the 
emphasis  is  on  well-worn  comfort.  Flannels,  ratty  tour 
shirts,  boots,  baseball  caps,  shredded  cardigans  and 
thrift-store  trousers  are  musts  for  the  grunge  wardrobe. 
Converse  and  Doctor  Martens  are  the  necessary  foot- 
wear. This  look  has  become  increasingly  more  popular 
and  has  spread  from  the  streets  of  Seattle  to 
the  fashion  runways  in  New  York.

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Last  summer,  three  of  Northwestern's  finest  musicians,  Regina 
Parfait,  Richard  Miller  and  Michael  Simoneaux,  were  chosen  for  the 
1993  National  Intercollegiate  Band. 

The  National  Intercollegiate  Band  is  an  integral  part  of  each 
Biennial  National  Convention  of  Kappa  Kappa  Psi  and  Tau  Beta 
Sigma,  both  of  which  are  national  honorary  service  band  fraternities 
and  sororities  respectively. 

The  National  Intercollegiate  Band,  open  to  all  collegiate 
musicians  throughout  the  nation  whether  or  not  they  are  a  member 
of  Kappa  Kappa  Psi  or  Tau  Beta  Sigma,  is  an  ensemble  of  64  o(  the 
most  outstanding  musicians  chosen  from  across  the  nation. 

Regina  Parfait  made  second  chair  oboe  with  the  National 
Intercollegiate  Band.  She  is  a  sophomore  Music  Performance  major 
from  Dulac,  La.  Parfait  is  a  member  o{  the  Spirit  of  Northwestern 
Demon  Marching  Band,  the  Northwestern  Woodwind  Quintet,  and 
is  the  principal  oboist  in  the  Northwestern  Wind  Symphony  and  the 
Natchitoches/Northwestern  Symphony  Orchestra.  She  is  also  an 
active  member  of  Tau  Beta  Sigma  and  just  this  year  was  chosen  as 
principal  oboist  in  the  Louisiana  Intercollegiate  Honor  Band  hosted 

at  LSU  in  Baton  Rouge. 

Richard  Miller,  a  senior  Music 
Education  major  from  Shreveport,  was 
ranked  as  second  chair  trombonist  in 
the  National  Intercollegiate  Band.

The  frantic  abandonment  from  this  campus  is  for  parts 
unknown.

"1  get  very  tired  after  a  week  of  school  and  all  I  want  to  do  is 
go  to  my  apartment  and  spend  my  time  off  resting  or  catching  up  on 
work  I've  neglected  to  do,"  said  Robert  Anderson,  a  senior  from 
Monroe. 

"I  go  home  as  often  as  1  can  to  see  my  boyfriend,"  said  Carrie 
Williams,  a  sophomore  from  Jena.  "He  lives  an  hour  away,  and  I  miss 
him  very  much  during  the  week  so  as  soon  as  Friday  gets  here,  I'm 
gone." 
I'm  gone,"  said  Rebecca  Moore,  a  junior  from  Minden. 

"I  think  it  is  a  phase  everyone  goes  though.  You  feel  lost  at 
first  in  a  new  school,  but  once  you  get  involved  and  meet  new  people 
you  would  rather  stay  than  go  home.  Once  you  find  a  place  where  you 
fit  in  and  feel  comfortable  then  you  get  over  the  homesickness,"  said 
Rebecca  Moore,  a  junior  from  Minden. 

Whether  one  chooses  to  go  home  on  the  weekend  or  stay  in 
Natchitoches,  it  seems  to  depend  on  commitments,  personality  and 
state  of  mind.  Maybe  it  depends  on  the  weather.  Whatever  the 
reason,  Northwestern  still  offers  a  quality  education  and  there  is 
always  a  place  to  study.  <C&

Sawyer  resigned 
from  his  position  as  di- 
rector of  Scholars'  Col- 
lege to  accept  a  position 
as  president  and  CEO  of 
the  Rural  Education  Foundation  and  the 
Fuqua  School. 

"My  next  goal  is  to  meet  with  the 
students,"  Wallace  said.  "That's  the  num- 
ber one  priority  to  assure  the  students  that 
the  change  will  not  have  a  detrimental 
effect. 

"The  college  has  been  progressing 
very  effectively,  indeed.  My  goal  is  to 
help  the  students  and  the  faculty  to  make 

an  even  better 
college.  I  don't 
foresee  major 
changes  in  cur- 
riculum." 

Increasing  enrollment  at  Scholars' 
College  is  the  most  important  change 
Wallace  wishes  to  make  under  his  new 
directorship. 

"We  really  have  to  work  at  attract- 
ing students  to  what  is  essentially,  as  far  as 
I'm  concerned,  the  best  educational  expe- 
rience in  the  state,"  Wallace  said. 

In  his  efforts  to  increase  en- 
rollment, Wallace  plans  to  use  Scholars' 
College  students  as  recruiters  and  to  visit 
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high  school  honors  classes 
around  the  state  himself. 

Wallace  also  plans 
to  sell  Scholars'  College  on 
the  grounds  of  its  degree  pro- 
gram. Wallace  believes  in- 
tensive honors  classes  at 
Scholars'  College  combined 
with  a  variety  of  courses 
across  the  Northwestern 
campus  produce  an  ex- 
tremely marketable  gradu- 
ate. Wallace  also  noted  lib- 
eral arts  degrees,  like  those 
offered  by  Scholars'  College, 
are  in  high  demand  in  today's  job  market. 

Wallace  has  another  goal  for  Scholars' 
College. 

"In  addition,  I'd  like  to  see  a  little  stronger 
connection  between  what's  going  on  in  the 
Scholars'  College  and  what's  going  on  a 
Northwestern,"  Wallace  said.  "I'd  like  to  see 
more  traditional  majors  take  a  few  courses 
over  at  the  Scholars'  College.  I'd  like  to  see 
some  of  the  faculty  come  over  and  guest 
lecture,  guest  teach  combined  courses  and  I'd 
like  to  see  some  of  the  Scholars'  College 
students  reach  out  a  little  bit  [to  Northwest- 
ern]." 

Overall,  Wallace  is  pleased  with  Schol- 
ars' College  and  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
it. 

Discovering  an  increasing  love  of  learn- 
ing appears  to  be  a  specialty  at  the  Louisiana 
Scholars'  College.  gOt

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Who  are  those  kids? 

Walking  across  the  campus,  one  sees  younger  people  in  various  forms  of 
dress  which  even  stand  out  as  odd  here  and  wonders  just  where  they  are  from  and 
what  they  are  doing  here.  These  aliens  at  Northwestern  are  students  from  the 
Louisiana  School  for  Math,  Science  and  the  Arts. 

Over  400  of  those  strange  individuals  inhabit  the  campus.  The  only  ones 
really  noticed  are  the  more  flamboyant  students,  and  most  people  think  they  are 
refugees  from  the  Scholars'  College.  The  vast  majority  go  unseen.  LSMSA  offers 
advanced  courses  in  academics  as  well  as  an  enhanced  performing  and  fine  arts 
curriculum.    The  challenging  program  is  similar  to  that  of  many  universities. 

For  11  years  LSMSA  has  been  housed  on  Northwestern 's  campus.  This 
center  of  learning  for  high  school  students  was  developed  by  Dr.  Robert  Alost  when 
he  saw  the  need  for  the  concept  of  a  residential  facility  for  the  academically  gifted. 
After  starting  the  Louisiana  School,  Alost  moved  across  campus  to  head  Northwest- 
ern in  1986. 

Being  in  high  school  and  adapting  to  the  college  surroundings  at  16  and  17 
years  old  can  be  difficult.  Coming  from  the  calm  environment  of  home  to  an  area 
where  the  new  Porno  for  Pyros'  CD  is  blasting  all  night  can  be  difficult,  but  making 
the  transition  is  fun. 

Some  of  the  many  positive  points 
about  the  Louisiana  School  are  its  faculty, 
RAs,  and  living  on  a  college  campus.  It  is 
like  having  unlimited  freedom  at  an  early 
age.  The  teachers  exude  excitement  and 
understand  how  students  must  deal  with  the 
college  environment.  The  faculty  dedicates 
large  amounts  of  time  and  energy  into  mak- 
ing the  school  run  smoothly  and  helping 
make  sure  the  students  are  happy,  or  at  least 
content.  The  RAs  are  like  an  older  brother  or  sister,  always  on  the  watch  and 
protecting  the  students'  interest  whether  they  like  it  or  not. 

The  classes  are  extremely  demanding.  The  school's  goal  is  to  get  students 
ready  for  college.  Every  student  has  to  take  at  least  six  academic  classes  which  is 
equivalent  to  eighteen  college  hours. 

Although  the  school  is  challenging,  the  benefits  are  worth  more  that  one  can 
imagine  at  the  time  and  the  experience  of  being  at  Northwestern  will  always  be  their 
first  educational  memory  away  from  home.  Kft 
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The  Louisiana  Scholars'  College  is  unique,  to  Northwestern 
because  it  was  created  to  provide  an  even  more  challenging  level  of 
learning. 

The  College,  housed  mostly  in  Russell  Hall,  offers  its  stu- 
dents a  liberal  arts  degree  with  an  emphasis  in  almost  any  area  they 
choose. 

"Because  I  attended  the  Louisiana  School  for  Math,  Science 
and  Arts,  my  Scholars'  experience  has  been  like  a  continuation  of 
high  school,"  said  Monique  Couvion,  a  freshman  from  Simmesport. 

"It  provides  its  students  with  an  ad- 
vanced level  of  learning  in  the  won- 
derful surroundings  of  Natchitoches. 
The  college  combines  a  calming  at- 
mosphere with  some  really  challeng- 
ing course  study." 

Dr.  Ray  Wallace,  the  new  head 
of  Scholars'  College,  does  not  fore- 
see many  major  changes  in  the  cur- 
riculum. 

"We  really  have  to  work  hard 

to  attract  more  students  to,  what  is 

essentially  as  far  as  I'm  concerned, 

the  best  educational  experience  in  the 

state,"  Wallace  said.  "The  college  has 

been  progressing  very  effectively  during  the  past  few  years.  Indeed 

my  goal  is  to  help  the  students  and  faculty  make  an  even  better 

college." 

"I  enjoy  the  Scholars'  College  experience  because  of  the 
challenge  set  forth,"  said  Ronda  Fair,  a  freshman  from  Mansfield. 
"The  level  of  work  is  intense  and  a  lot  is  required  of  the  students,  but 
it  is  worth  it.  I  came  from  a  very  challenging  high  school  and  figured 
Scholars'  would  be  easy  but  it  has  turned  out  to  be  more  challenging 
than  I  initially  expected."    /g&

No  matter  the  reason,  students  know  about  and  are 
more  than  likely  planning  to  attend  the  Miss  Northwestern  Lady  of  the  Bracelet 
Pageant. 

In  February  1994,  Northwestern  crowned  Rebecca  Bade  as  its  thirty-fifth 
Miss  LOB.  Melissa  Mabou,  Miss  Lady  of  the  Bracelet  1993,  placed  the  traditional 
bracelet  and  crown  on  the  sophomore  from  Haughton.  Bade,  who  also  took  the 
awards  for  swimsuit  and  evening  gown  competitions,  will  represent  Northwestern 
at  the  Miss  Louisiana  Pageant  in  Monroe  during  June. 

Also  receiving  recognition  were  first  runner-up  Leigh 
Cole  from  Centerpoint,  second  runner-up  Erin  Herbst 
of  Bossier  City,  third  runner-up  Christy  Moncrief  from 
Shreveport,  and  fourth  runner-up  Mona  Ross  of 
Anacoco. 

Cole  also  received  the  talent  competition  award  as 
well  as  the  People's  Choice  Award,  and  Anna  Harper 
of  Haughton  was  named  Miss  Congeniality,  an  award 
voted  on  by  the  contestants  of  the  pageant. 

The  pageant  began  in  1959  when  Kahne  Dipola 
was  crowned  the  first  Miss  Northwestern  Lady  of  the 
Bracelet.

Over  the 
years,  the  same  bracelet  has  been  passed  down  to  the 
holders  of  the  prestigious  title.

first  franchise  from  the  Miss  Louisiana  Pageant  in 

1 97 1 ,  enabling  Northwestern' s  Lady  of  the  Bracelet  to 

enter  the  state  competition. 

The  Student  Activities  Board,  formerly  the  Student  Union  Governing 

Board,  has  continued  the  tradition  of  sponsoring  the  pageant,  and  awards  have 

grown  to  over  five  thousand  dollars  in  scholarships  and  prizes. 

"It  was  thrilling  to  be  chosen  as  Miss  LOB,"  said  Rebecca  Bade,  upon  being 
crowned.  "I  competed  in  the  Miss  Louisiana  Pageant  last  year,  but  it  means  so  much 
more  to  me  this  year  because  I'm  representing  my  school.  It's  also  great  to  know 
that  I  have  such  support  from  my  family,  friends  and  the  Student  Activities  Board.

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The  announcement  of  the  1993  Miss 
Northwestern  Lady  of  the  Bracelet  Pageant 
winner  was  more  of  a  shock  to  Melissa  Mabou 
than  it  was  to  the  entire  audience.  Mabou,  a 
junior  from  Deville,  was  crowned  after  being 
chosen  for  the  People's  Choice  Award,  Swim- 
suit  and  Evening  Gown 
Competition  winner  in 
the  pageant  which  is 
sponsored  annually  by 
the  Northwestern  Stu- 
dent Activities  Board.

The  goal  of  the  board,  working  with  a 
budget  that  is  made  up  from  a  portion  of  the 
Student  Association  Fees  paid  by 
students  each  semester,  is  to 
increase  student  involvement 
with  more  meeting  and  mingling 
at  attractions  that  appeal  to  a 
variety  of  individuals.

Northwest- 
ern finished  in  third  place  overall  behind  New  Mexico  State  and  contest  winner  Texas  A&M. 

Other  top  qualifiers  at  the  contest  included  Texas  Tech  and  Purdue. 

The  teams  were  judged  on  their  horse's  grooming,  physical  attributions,  performance  and 

two  sets  of  oral  reasons  for  the  classification  of  their  horse's  confirmation  class."  This  was  only 

our  second  time  at  nationals,"    Gill  said.  "Considering  this  fact  and  the  fact  that  we  had  such  a 

small  group,  I  felt  that  they  did  extremely  well." 

Twelve  members  of  the  IHSA  also  competed  at  Northeast  Texas  Community  College.  The 

members  competed  in  four  areas  of  competition:  calf  roping,  goat  roping,  steer  wrestling  and 

barrels.  Some  members  from  Northwestern 's  team  placed  in  this  competition;  Shari  Dartez  and 

Todd  Covington  placed  ninth  in  the  first  round  of  goat 
tying.

Demons,  a  sports-related  division  of  the  ROTC  program. 
"I  like  the  eomradery  and  team  spirit  the  Swamp 
Demons  instill  in  its  members,"  said  James  Jctl.  "It  gives 
members  a  ehanee  to  learn  to  trust  each  other  and  work  to- 
gether." 
The  15  men  who  make  up  the  Swamp  Demons  repre- 
sent Northwestern  by  competing  in  seven  events  against 
universities  around  the  nation.  They  have  an  army  physical 
Illness  lest,  basic  ri fie  marksmanship,  hand  grenade  assault 
course,  a  one  rope  bridge  crossing,  weapons  assemble,  a  10-K 
force  road  inarch,  and  a  patrolling  test.

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What' s  the  big  deal?  He  was  nominated  for  Who 's  Who.  So  what!  Everyone  knows  someone 
who  has  been  nominated  or  selected  for  Who 's  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Universities 
and  Colleges.  The  general  student  body  may  have  thought  it  was  no  big  deal,  nothing  special.  But, 
as  normal  American  college  students,  everyone  is  entitled  to  being  wrong  once  in  their  life! 

Being  selected  Who'  Who  is  a  big  deal.  Students  who  are  selected  receive  a  great  honor. 
Potential  employers  recognize  Who 's  Who  on  a  resume'  and  immediately  know  of  the  outstanding 
leadership,  academic,  and  community  achievements  required  to  be  nominated  for  this  award.  Also, 
local  newspapers  are  notified,  including  the  student's  hometown  paper.  The  Potpourri  acknowl- 
edges those  chosen,  as  well  as  recognition  in  a  Who's  Who  national  publication  that  can  be 
purchased  by  anyone.  Graduate  schools  participate  in  the  Who 's  Who  program,  therefore  acknowl- 
edging its  recipients  on  admission. 

Who's  Who  was  organized  in  1934  in  an  effort  to  recognize  students  possessing  above- 
average  qualities.  The  process  begins  by  nominating  letters  and  applications  being  sent  to  all 
departments  and  chartered  organizations  on  campus.  The  departments  and  organizations  may 
nominate  anyone  they  feel  worthy  of  the  honor. 

Several  qualifications  must  be  met.  First,  the  student  must  be  enrolled  in  a  four-year  degree 
program;  second,  the  student  must  be  full-time;  third,  grade  point  average  must  be  at  least  3.0.  Other 
qualifications  include  good  disciplinary  standing,  senior  standing,  participation  in  campus  organi- 
zations, outstanding  leadership  qualities,  and  involvement  in  community  activities.  The  student 
may  have  more  than  one  nomination  and  graduate  students  are  eligible. 

Once  qualifications  have  been  met  and  students  are  nominated,  all  names  are  sent  to  a 
committee  composed  of  faculty,  staff,  and  students.  This  committee  is  chaired  by  Carl  Henry.  After 
all  nominations  have  been  reviewed,  final  selections  are  made  and  forms  are  sent  to  Who 's  Who. 
No  nomination  is  turned  down,  according  to  Mildred  Moore,  secretary  of  Dean  of  Students.  Who 's 
Who  sends  certificates  to  Northwestern  State  University.  Because  these  certificates  arrive  so  late 
in  the  semester,  they  are  simply  mailed  to  the  recipients  with  a  letter  of  congratulations.  A  quota 
based  on  school  enrollment  allowed  for  98  students  to  be  selected  for  1 993-94.  Sixty-eight  students 
were  actually  selected,  ^t

Through  the  Inter- 
national Student  Exchange 
Program  students  from 
abroad  are  allowed  to  study 
in  American  colleges  and 
universities.  In  exchange, 
students  from  the  US  have 
the  opportunity  to  travel 
abroad  and  study  in  an  in- 
stitution, receiving  credit 
from  Northwestern  in 
courses  required  in  their 
major. 

This  year  North- 
western is  serving  as  host 
university  to  three  students.  Two  of  the 
students  are  from  France  and  one  is  from 
Argentina.  Mariana  Seranni  is  from  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina.  She  finished  college  in 
her  home  country  in  1992  and  applied  to 
ISEP  to  improve  her  English  and  further 
her  education.  In  Buenos  Aires  the  educa- 
tion system  is  quite  unique.  Instead  of  tak- 
ing a  number  of  classes  in  a  semester, 

Mariana  ex- 
plained how  she 
took  six  to  seven 
courses  during 
one  year. 
Northwestern  students  studying  in 
Buenos  Aires  would  have  to  adjust  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  campus.  There  are 
separate  buildings  for  various  subjects  and 
the  students  do  not  change  classes,  but  the 
professors  move  around. 

Jean-Charles  Viti  has  found  many 
differences  between  Natchitoches  and  his 
home  town  in  southern  France.  The  major 
difference  is  in  the  layout  of  the  town  and 
campus.  In  France  the  town  is  basically  a 
square.  In  the  square  lies  everything  needed 
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by  a  resident  or  visitor.  There 
^^k  are  shops,  pubs  and  restau- 

rants. A  second  major  dif- 
ference is  in  the  layout  of  the 
campus.  There  is  no  cam- 
pus, only  a  building  for  resi- 
dents and  a  couple  of  build- 
ings for  actual  study.  Jean- 
Charles'  favorite  thing  about 
Northwestern  is  the  sports 
and  activities. 

"In  France,  sports  are 
only  for  leisure,  but  here 
sports  are  important,"  Jean- 
Charles  said.

"You  are  able  to  schedule  your 
work  hours  around  your  classes,"  Oliver 
said.  "I  have  had  very  positive  experiences 
with  my  bosses  understanding  my  school 

schedule."

Co-op  1010.  The  class  teaches  resume 

writing,  interviewing  skills,  goal  planning 

and  formulating  a  career  path. 

"We  have  found  that  students  do 
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not  have  job  searching 
skills,"  Kilcoyne  said.  "This 
class  teaches  job  hunting 
skills." 

"Some  businesses  call 
me  looking  for  workers  be- 
cause they  have  heard  posi- 
tive things  about  the  pro- 
gram," Kilcoyne  said.  She 
also  recruits  businesses 
through  a  newsletter  re- 
leased locally  every  two 
years  and  news  releases 
throughout  the  year. 

The  co-op  program  gives 
students  an  opportunity  to  decide  ex- 
actly what  they  want  to  do  after  gradua- 
tion. Students  also  gain  work  experi- 
ence that  will  be  valuable  after  they 
leave  school. 

"I'm  very  proud  of  the  experi- 
ences I  gained  through  co-op,"  Oliver 
said.  "I  have  also  become  very  excited 
about  my  career  choice." 

"Our  program  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful for  a  rural  college  with  not  a  lot 
of  major  industry,"  Kilcoyne  said.  "We 
have  had  students  tell  us  that  because  of 
their  co-op  experience  they  have  been 
able  to  find  a  job  after  graduation.  (gBk

Everything  one 
ever  needed  to  know  was 
learned  from  a  teacher. 
Without  them,  everyone 
would  probably  be  illit- 
erate. Teachers  become 
role  models  at  a  very 
young  age  and  many  chil- 
dren grow  up  wanting  to 
teach. 

Northwestern  has 
one  of  the  best  teaching 
programs  in  the  state  and 
many  students  are  here 
as   education   majors. 
These  future  teachers  fulfill  the  core  re- 
quirements, take  education  classes  and 
usually  spend  their  last  semester  student, 
teaching. 

Student  teaching  has  been  a  part  of 
the  curriculum  in  some  form  or  another 
since  Northwestern  was  founded  in  1884 
as  the  Normal  School.  The  program  and 
requirements  have  been  changing  to  meet 
the  needs  of  developing  areas,  and  North- 
western is  lead- 
with  these

ing 

improvements. 
Before  stu- 
dents can  begin  student  teaching,  they 
must  pass  the  National  Teachers  Exami- 
nation which  is  a  standardized  test  re- 
quired by  the  Louisiana  Department  of 
Education.  As  soon  as  all  the  minimum 
requirements  are  met,  the  student  can  ap- 
ply for  a  student  teaching  position  in  an 
area  school.  Northwestern  had  65  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  student  teaching  pro- 
gram in  the  fall  of  1993.  A  minimum  of 
1 80  hours  of  teaching  is  required  for  cer- 
tification. For  sixteen  weeks,  students 
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spend  each  day  in  a  public 
school  doing  exactly  what 
certified  teachers  do.  They 
begin  with  observation  and 
teach  a  couple  of  hours  a  day 
until  they  have  worked  up  to 
teaching  a  full  day's  classes. 
Student  teachers  prepare 
plans  for  all  the  lessons 
taught,  and  they  have  the  op- 
portunity to  express  them- 
selves through  their  activi- 
ties and  assignments.  The 
student  teachers  attend  par- 
ent-teacher meetings,  faculty 
meetings  and  extracurricular  activities  at  their 
cooperating  school. 

A  benefit  of  the  education  program  at 
Northwestern  is  the  campus  laboratory  facil- 
ity. The  Elementary  Lab  School,  located  in 
tne  Warren-Easton  building,  and  the  Middle 
Lab  School,  located  in  the  Teacher  Education 
Center,  are  excellent  facilities  for  observation 
and  methods  classes.  It  is  like  on-the-job 
training. 

"I  am  an  education  major  because  I  want 
to  positively  affect  the  next  generation  by 
exciting  children  about  learning  and  have 
them  realize  that  they  each  have  a  special 
contribution  to  make  in  this  world."  said 
Emmy  Dacosta-Gomez,  a  sophomore  special 
education  major  from  New  Orleans. 

The  reason  most  people  strive  to  become 
teachers  comes  from  the  heart  and  means  a 
great  deal  to  those  who  choose  teaching  as

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For  years  North- 
western has  been  striv- 
ing to  improve  the  looks 
of  the  university,  and  that 
goal  is  finally  being  ac- 
complished with  im- 
provements to  Morrison 
Hall  and  the  Student 
Union. 

"Although  there 
are  negative  aspects  of 
having  dusty  hallways 
and  a  messy  learning  en- 
vironment, the  improve- 
ments were  necessary," 
said  Drew  Maggio.  "But  the  renovations 
will  assist  the  business  department  in 
becoming  accredited;  therefore,  it  will  be 
worth  it." 

The  accreditation  process  for 
business  requires  buildings  to  create  the 
best  possible  learning  environment  for 
students,  and  that  is  what  brought  about 
the  long  overdue  renovations.  One  of  the 
new  conveniences  students  will  have  is  a* 

central  air  con- 
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ditioning  sys- 
tem and  the  fa- 
cilities will  be 
more  conducive  to  learning  were  two 
improvements  that  Dr.  Barry  Smiley,  di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Business  cited. 
"The  building  is  being  remodeled 
to  enhance  the  academic  atmosphere,  and 
help  the  students  become  motivated  in 
learning,"  Smiley  said. 

Along  with  the  changes  in  the 
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building  comes  many 
changes  in  the  academic 
process. 

"The  accreditation 
agencies  also  want  at 
least  40  percent  to  50 
percent  of  the  curricu- 
lum to  be  non-business 
courses,"  Smiley  said. 
"The  prerequisites  also 
will  be  a  must  for  a  stu- 
dent to  advance  to  a 
higher  level  course.  Part 
of  the  accreditation  pro- 
cess involves  a  certain 
number  of  faculty  members  having  doc- 
torate or  master  degrees,  and  a  majority  of 
faculty  members  also  need  to  be  engaged 
in  some  intellectual  contributions." 

Although  the  road  to  accreditation  is 
tough,  the  students  will  benefit  from  a 
newly  remodeled  Morrison  Hall  and, 
hopefully,  a  higher  level  of  learning. 

"Accreditation  will  validate  the  re- 
spectability of  Northwestern  and  the  qual- 
ity of  the  business  department,"  Smiley 
said.  "It  will  also  establish  the  faculty  as 
a  high-quality  unit.  It  will  be  a  great  tool 
for  recruiting." 

The  Student  Union  is  also  undergo- 
ing renovations  in  order  to  serve  the  stu- 
dents better.

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Talk  does  have 
value  as  evidenced  in 
the  Northwestern  de- 
bate team  continuing  to 
hold  its  No.  1  ranking 
in  the  nation  with  two 
early  wins  under  its  belt. 

And  the  wins 
were  the  impressive 
sweepstakes  awards  at 
debate  tournaments  at 
Kansas  State  and  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Winning    first 
place  was  the  team  of 
Sean  Lemoine  and  Jason  Foote  in  open 
division  at  both  tournaments. 

The  team  prepares  by  researching 
and  organizing  information  for  affirma- 
tive or  negative  arguments.  "I  really 
enjoy  the  experience  of  participating  on 
the  debate  team,"  Foote  said.  "We  work 
hard,  practicing  several  times  a  week, 
and  hope  to  continue  to  represent  North- 
western as  best  we  can." 

"Sean 
and  Jason  are 
considered  the 
best  debaters  in 
the  country  right  now,"  said  Todd  Gra- 
ham, director  of  debate. 

Winning  first  place  in  the  junior 
division  at  both  tournaments  was  the 
team  of  Sherry  Barnett  and  Jeremy 
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Talton,  who  won  ev- 
ery ballot  in  both  tour- 
naments. Finishing 
fourth  in  both  tourna- 
ments was  the  team  of 
Todd  Garrison  and 
Courtney  Meyer. 

No.l  rankings  are 
nothing  new.  In  its 
fourth  year  of  intercol- 

rlegiate  debate,  North- 
^     western    has    been 
ranked  among  the  top 
five  teams  in  the  na- 
tion the  last  three  years. 
After  finishing  fourth  in  the  country  two 
years  ago,  the  squad  moved  up  to  sec- 
ond last  year. 

Impressive  wins  have  been  at  the 
expense  of  such  nationally-ranked  teams 
as  Cornell,  Harvard,  and  Yale. 

"The  polls  are  unofficial  and  don't 
mean  much  since  crazy  things  can  hap- 
pen," Graham  said.  "But  the  rankings 
are  important  to  determine  the  position 
of  the  squad  as  a  whole." 

Northwestern,  currently  ranked  No. 
1  in  the  nation,  is  preparing  for  the  94 
National  Debate  Championships  held 
in  April  at  Middle  Tennessee  State  Uni- 
versity.

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"All  knowledge 
is  a  spendable  currency, 
depending  on  the  mar- 
ket." Dr.  Maya  Angelou 
said  discussing  the  im- 
portance of  knowledge, 
poetry  and  laughter  to  a 
large  audience  at  Prather 
Coliseum  on  February 
24. 

Throughout  her 
speech,  Angelou  quoted 
poetry  by  famous  black 
authors,  including  her- 
self. 

"You  will  need  poetry  for  your- 
selves," Angelou  said  in  stressing  the 
need  for  poetry  to  help  an  individual 
throughout  life. 

Angelou  told  of  some  hard  times 
in  her  own  life.  At  the  age  of  seven,  she 
was  raped  by  her  mother's  boyfriend. 
After  spending  only  one  day  in  jail  and 
being  released,  he  was  beaten  to  death. 
Angelou  thought  her  words  had  killed 

him  so  she 
stopped  speak- 
ing for  six 
years.  It  was 
during  this  time  that  she  began  reading 
poetry. 

She  also  spoke  of  the  importance 
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of  knowing  African- Ameri- 
can history. 

"The  ideal  is  to  have  a 
time  when  African-Ameri- 
can history  is  woven  into  the 
tapestry  of  American  his- 
tory," Angelou  said.  "The 
same  is  true  for  the  history  of 
all  people  in  America." 

Humor  was  interjected 
throughout  Angelou' s  lec- 
ture. She  repeatedly 
struggled  to  pronounce  Nat- 
chitoches and  thanked  them 
for  "finally  getting  around 
to  inviting  her." 
Angelou  stressed  the  importance  of  laugh- 
ter in  one's  life. 

"I  rarely  trust  someone  who  doesn't 
laugh,"  Angelou  said.  She  also  warned  against 
taking  life  too  seriously. 

Before  ending  her  speech  to  a  record 
crowd  for  a  Distinguished  Lecture  Scries 
event,  Angelou  asked  the  young  people  in  the 
audience  to  make  the  country  better  than  it  is 
today.  She  offered  a  little  advice  to  everyone 
in  the  audience. 

"Try  always  to  tell  the  truth,"  Angelou 
said.  "But  above  all  things,  don't  tell  every- 
thing you  know."     >g^

ern catches  up  with  sister 
universities  Northeast  and 
Southeastern. 

The  one  thing  they  have  that  we  do 
not  is  phone  registration. 

Northeast  has  been  doing  registra- 
tion by  phone  since  the  summer  of  1987. 

"I  think  that  it  makes  things  easier 
on  the  students,"  said  Ann  Martin,  a  stu- 
dent worker  in  the  registrar's  office  at 
Northeast.  "Being  able  to  call  your  classes 
in  makes  everything  run  smoother." 

Southeast- 
ern has  been  of- 
phone 
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fering 
registration  for 
two  years.  Students  can  register  until  the 
Saturday  before  classes  begin. 

"It  is  so  much  more  convenient 
than  at  Northwestern,"  said  Gina  Culbver, 
a  sophomore  transfer  student  from  North- 
western to  Southeastern.  "The  whole  pro- 
cess simply  runs  smoother." 

Will  Northwestern  ever  have  phone 
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registration?  Yes,  accord- 
ing to  Registrar  Hugh 
Durham. 

"I  would  like  to  see 
phone  registration  now  be- 
cause it  is  so  much  easier  for 
students,"  Durham  said,  "but 
I  also  think  that  a  whole  new 
set  of  problems  will  come 
with  phone  registration." 

The  computer  system 
that  Northwestern  uses  is 
called  Student  Information 
System,  (SIS),  version  88. 1 . 
This  system  has  the  ability 
to  make  phone  registration  available,  but  ma- 
jor adjustments  would  have  to  be  made.  The 
system  needs  to  be  upgraded  to  SIS  Plus 
when  funds  are  available  to  do  so;  therefore, 
the  university  has  decided  to  wait  until  the 
new  software  is  installed  before  phone  regis- 
tration will  be  available  on  campus.  The  pro- 
gram would  take  at  least  a  year  to  be  put  into 
action,  according  to  Durham. 
Northwestern  is  not  alone. 
"Phone  registration  has  been  discussed, 
but  there  are  no  plans  to  implement  it  in  the 
future,"  said  Eura  Adams,  a  worker  in  the 
registrar's  office  at  Southern  University. 

Louisiana  Tech  also  does  walk  through 
registration,  but  plans  are  also  underway  there 
to  upgrade  the  system. 

Northwestern  officials  have  discussed 
at  length  looking  into  a  software  program  that 
will  allow  phone  registration  when  the  funds 
are  available  for  the  new  system.  dffl%

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Most  students 
come  to  Northwestern  to 
take  classes  in  popular 
areas  such  as  education 
or  nursing.  Many  stu- 
dents, however,  are  tak- 
ing advantage  of  some  of 
the  unique  classes  North- 
western offers. 

One  of  the  fastest 
growing  areas  of  interest 
at  Northwestern  is  hospi- 
tality. A  major  in  home 
economics  with  an  em- 
phasis in  hospitality  re- 
quires a  student  to  take  various  courses  in 
planning  and  preparing  food  for  family 
groups.  Also  classes  on  menu  planning 
for  institutions,  use  of  equipment,  and 
food  design  and  layout  are  offered. 

The  hospitality  program  offers  stu- 
dents not  only  training  but  also  hands-on 
experience.  Students  in  this  area  complete 
an  apprenticeship  in  a  major  hotel  or  res- 
taurant. Field  trips  are  also  made  to  ob- 
serve the  opera- 
tions of  hotels, 
restaurants, 
school  food  ser- 
vice systems  and  health  care  facilities. 

"More  people  are  getting  involved 
in  hospitality,"  Patricia  Pierson,  program 
coordinator,  said.  "Hospitality  is  the  larg- 
est employer  worldwide  —  it  even  ranks 
above  the  health  care  industry." 

Not  all  unique  classes  at  North- 
western fall  under  a  degree  program.  A 
scuba  class  is  offered  in  the  fall  semester. 
One  night  a  week  the  class  meets  to  learn 
not  only  scuba  diving  but  also  many  of  the 
problems  associated  with  diving.  The  class 
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also  offers  instructions  about 
safety  procedures. 

"I  like  the  class," 
Eric  Smith,  ajuniorpsychol- 
ogy  major,  said.  "Every  other 
weekend,  we  met  in  the  pool 
and  were  shown  different 
techniques.  It  was  fun." 

A  new  class  of- 
fered in  the  spring  semester 
was  an  aviation  survey 
course  for  anyone,  not  just 
majors,  interested  in  flight. 
This  course 
teaches  students  everything 
from  career  opportunities  in  aviation  to  get- 
ting the  best  deals  when  buying  plane  tickets, 
according  to  Jim  Losness,  aviation  program 
coordinator. 

Another  interesting  twist  to  conventional 
schooling  is  the  taping  and  satellite  transmit- 
ting of  classes.  Under  the  Louisiana  Instruc- 
tional Satellite  and  Telecommunications  Net- 
work (LISTN)  a  marketing  and  an  education 
class  are  held  at  Northwestern  and  broadcast 
via  satellite  to  neighboring  cities.  Both  the 
students  at  Northwestern  and  those  receiving 
the  live  transmission  benefit  from  this  unique 
class. 

If  a  student  wants  an  interesting  major  or 
just  a  class  pertaining  to  a  special  interest  or 
hobby,  Northwestern  has  a  choice  and  a 
uniqueness  all  its  own.  dQ^

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"Northwestern  — 
a  campus  full  of  enthusi- 
asm," is  how  Rick  Miller, 
the  keynote  speaker  of 
the  1993  Campus  Lead- 
ers Workshop,  described 
the  university.  The  Oc- 
tober 14  workshop,  held 
in  the  Student  Union  Ball- 
room, was  required  for 
executive  officers  of 
chartered  organizations 
to  be  in  attendance. 
About  130  people  were 
in  attendance  with  repre- 
sentatives from  campus  organizations  such 
as  SAB,  SGA  and  Phi  Beta  Lambda,  as 
well  as  all  sororities  and  fraternities. 

A  graduate  of  East  Texas  State  Uni- 
versity and  South  Carolina  University, 
Miller  earned  degrees  in  student  develop- 
ment psychology  and  entertainment  man- 
agement. 

"After  I  graduated,  I  began  doing 
leadership  workshops  with  universities. 

After     seven 
years  I  decided 
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I  should  do  this 
for  a  living," 
Miller  said.  "Now  I  travel  all  over  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  Australia  pre- 
senting workshops.  I  was  glad  to  come 
back  to  Northwestern.  There  is  real  en- 
thusiasm and  it  is  nice  to  see  so  many 
leaders  come  out  and  try  to  better  them- 
selves." 

The  theme  for  the  workshop  was 
"Lead,  Follow  or  Get  Left  Behind."  Prob- 
lems that  commonly  face  leaders  in  orga- 
nizations were  the  primary  focus. 

Another  activity  classified  North- 
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western  leaders  into  four 
categories,   each   leader 
choosing  the  group  that  fit 
his  or  her  personality  best. 
The  four  categories 
were:  congenial  people,  ac- 
tion people,  reason  people 
and  excellence  people.  The 
groups  were  evenly  divided 
and  the  audience  learned  no 
one  group  could  accomplish 
their  goals  alone.  Each  type 
of  person  must  contribute 
their  abilities  to  make  an  or- 
ganization successful. 
The  highlight  of  the  workshop  was  the 
"Oreo  Communion."  Oreo  cookies  were 
passed  out  as  Mr.  Miller  showed  everyone 
how  to  eat  theirs  the  American  way. 

"First  you  twist,  then  you  lick."  Miller 
said. 

He  then  told  the  significance  of  the 
letters.  "O"  standing  for  opportunity,  "R"  for 
responsibility,  "E"  for  enthusiasm  and  "O" 
for  options. 

The  Campus  Leaders  Workshop  was 
successful  and  entertaining.  The  Northwest- 
ern leaders  learned  much  to  take  back  to  their 
organizations  and  use  to  get  more  members 
involved,  and  solve  problems  such  as  pro- 
crastination, apathy  and  irresponsibility. 
Northwestern  leaders  should  be  ready  to  make 
a  difference  in  their  organizations  with  the 
new  knowledge  they  have  gained  from  this 
workshop.  (%&

Rachel  Sheppard, 
a  nursing  major,  said  no 
matter  what  class  it  is, 
she  always  starts  study- 
ing as  soon  as  her  profes- 
sor announces  an  exam. 

"In  my  field  of 
study,  I  need  to  really 
learn  the  material  that  is  expected  of  me, 
and  if  I  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  cram 
then  I  don't  think  1  am  being  fair  to  myself 
or  to  the  people  that  I  will  be  taking  care 
of  in  the  future,"  she  said.  She  feels  her 
grades  reflect  the  effort  she  puts  into  study- 
ing because  she  has  maintained  a  3.5 
GPA. 

John  Johnson,  who  has  not  decided 
on  any  particular  major  yet,  said  that  he 

always  waits 
until  the  night 
before  and  even 
sometimes  until 
the  day  of  his  exam  before  he  begins  to 
study. 

"I  can't  seem  to  make  myself  sit 
down  and  study  unless  I  know  that  I  abso- 
lutely have  no  time  left,"  Johnson  said.  He 
feels  that  his  grades  could  be  better  if  he 
put  forth  a  little  more  effort  and  put  more 
time  into  studying.  "I  think  that  I  am 
learning  the  material  and  not  just  memo- 
rizing it." 

Kallin  Smith,  a  home  economics 
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major,  says  it  depends  on 
what  class  her  exam  is  in  that 
determines  whether  or  not 
she  starts  studying  early  or  if 
she  waits  until  the  last 
minute. 

"Some  classes  just  re- 
quire more  time  and  more 
effort  than  others,"  Smith 
said.  "The  science  classes 
cannot  be  thrown  together 
hours  before  the  exam.  They 
require  much  preparation,  of- 
ten reading  my  notes  weeks 
in  advance.  The  problem  is  I 
often  find  myself  unable  to  study  when  I 
know  I  can  procrastinate." 

A  determining  factor  for  Smith  is  how 
interesting  a  class  is  for  her.  She  has  a  2.6 
GPA. 

Most  professors  will  agree  cramming  at 
the  last  minute  is  a  sure  way  to  bomb  a  test. 
Seldom  can  a  student  go  through  a  college 
career  cramming  for  every  test  ■ —  eventually 
it  will  catch  up  and  cause  the  GPA  to  plum- 
met. 

"Between  working  and  trying  to  main- 
tain some  sort  of  social  life,  test  and  grades 
often  take  a  back  seat,"  said  Jay  Budd.  "I 
always  plan  on  getting  an  early  start  but 
always  seem  to  find  myself  completing  as- 
signments at  the  last  minute." 

These  students  all  seemed  to  agree  that 
grades  do  reflect  how  much  time  is  put  into 
studying.  If  unhappy  with  one's  grades,  then 
maybe  a  different  approach  should  be  taken 
with  study  habits,  raft

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The  ROTC  program  is  a  chance  for  men  and  women  to  get 
involved  in  an  experience  that  encourages  physical  fitness  and 
leadership  skills  as  well  as  giving  military  training. 

The  training  begins  upon  enrollment  at  Northwestern  with 
Military  Science  1010  and  continues  through  Military  Science  1040. 
The  first  two  years  of  this  program  are  without  obligation  to  serve  in 
the  military  if  not  on  scholarship.  After  completing  the  next  two 
years  or  receiving  a  scholarship,  the  cadet  must  agree  to  a  designated 
time  of  military  service  as  a  second  lieutenant  upon  graduation. 

ROTC,  along  with  its  hard  work,  can  be  a  fun  and  important 
part  of  the  college  experience.  Meeting  other  people  with  similar 
interests  is  just  one  aspect  of  this  experience.  ROTC  also  teaches 
assertiveness  and  confidence. 

The  program  also  teaches  a 
cadet  discipline..  The  training  consists 
of  military  education,  drills  and  hands- 
on  experiences.  The  skills  learned  here 
will  benefit  the  student  who  goes  into 
military  service  following  the  ROTC 
program. 

"I  really  enjoy  being  a  part  of 

the  ROTC  program,"  said  Glen  Fox. 

"Sometimes  the  daily  physical  training 

can  be  tough,  but  the  rewards  are  more 

than  worth  the  work  that  goes  into  the 

program." 

The  courses  per  semester  include  one  class  and  a  lab  on 

campus.  These  often  count  as  electives  toward  a  degree  or  can  be 

used  as  a  minor  in  military  science. 

Near  the  end  of  the  program,  cadets  attend  a  summer  leader- 
ship camp.  For  nurse  cadets  this  includes  a  five  week  internship  in  an 
Army  hospital.  Other  internships  include  Army  posts,  special  mili- 
tary training  such  as  airborne  and  air  assault  and  extracurricular 
activities. 

Cadets  also  attend  special  social  events.  These  events  in- 
clude the  annual  Dining-in,  Military  Ball  and  various  picnics. 

The  program  teaches  leadership  skills  that  are  beneficial  in 
life  after  college. 

"The  major  objective  of  officer  training  is  the  development 
of  leadership  skills,"  Dr.  Robert  Alost  said.  "As  a  product  of  the 
Northwestern  ROTC  program,  I  can  personally  attest  that  the  skills 
you  learn  in  the  program  will  benefit  you  throughout  your  life 
regardless  of  your  career  choice." 

The  ROTC  helps  in  career  placement  as  well.  Once  training 
is  completed,  a  cadet  is  a  United  States  Army  officer.  This  aids  in 
finding  jobs  in  various  fields.  Responsibility  and  discipline  are

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"We  are  no  longer 
separated  by  miles,  we  are 
separated  by  millisec- 
onds," Catherine  Crier  said 
as        she  began 

Northwestern's  Distin- 
guished Lecture  Series  on 
Sept.  13  by  offering  in- 
sight into  the  impact  of 
broadcasting  on  the  world. 
In  the  speech  en- 
titled "The  World  is 
Watching,"  Crier  dis- 
cussed a  new  responsibil- 
ity that  comes  with  being  a 
television  viewer  in  the  world  today.  Tele- 
vision creates  a  story  that  influences  the 
way  people  view  things. 

Media  coverage  has  a  tremendous 
effect  on  determining  world  events,  ac- 
cording to  Crier.  She  used  the  fall  of  the 
Berlin  Wall,  Nelson  Mandela's  release  from 
prison  and  the  Gulf  War  as  examples  illus- 
trating this  effect. 

"The  cameras  begin  to  record  events 
and  the  world 
must  respond," 
Crier  said. 
"Television  has 
brought  us  closer  as  a  people  and  has  helped 
others  move  toward  freedom." 

Crier  also  discussed  the  blurring  lines 
between  television  and  reality.  The  Rod- 
ney King  beating  and  the  Waco  standoff 
demonstrate  that  people  are  watching  tele- 
vision more  than  they  are  reading  and  must 
therefore  rely  on  the  way  the  broadcaster 
tells  the  story,  according  to  Crier. 

Crier  also  touched  on  her  background  in 
the  journalistic  and  legal  professions.  She 
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was  a  civil  litigation  attor- 
ney, assistant  district  attor- 
ney and  felony  chief  pros- 
ecutor in  Dallas.  Crier  then 
became  the  youngest  elected 
state  judge  in  Texas  in  1984 
when  she  became  district 
judge  in  Dallas  County.  She 
was  unopposed  for  re-elec- 
tion four  years  later. 

During  her  legal  career, 
Crier  earned  many  honors. 
She  was  named  one  of  the  1 0 
outstanding  women  in 
America  in  1987  and  one  of 
20  young  lawyers  who  make  a  difference  by 
the  American  Bar  Association's  "Barrister 
Magazine"  in  1990. 

Beginning  her  broadcast  career  at  CNN, 
Crier  was  anchor  of  "The  World  Today," 
"Inside  Politics  '92"  and  "Crier  and  Com- 
pany." Last  year,  Crier  moved  to 
ABC  and  is  now  a  correspondent  on  "20/20." 
She  also  does  other  news  related  jobs  includ- 
ing a  co-anchoring  job  on  "Good  Morning 
America." 

Following  her  lecture,  Crier  answered 
questions  from  the  audience.  She  defended 
the  media  against  allegations  of  liberal  bias 
and  discussed  the  care  taken  at  editorial  meet- 
ings to  equally  represent  both  sides  of  a  news 
story. 

Crier  provided  the  audience  with  a  better 
understanding  of  the  impact  and  importance 
the  media  has  on  world  events  $3&

Most  dinner  the- 
aters have  slapstick  com- 
edies for  their  entertain- 
ment, but  Dr.  Jack  Wann, 
the  theater  department 
head,  surprised  everyone, 
including  the  performers, 
by  having  a  murder  mystery  with  a  de- 
pressing ending. 

"A  Funny  Thing  Happened  on  the 
Way  to  the  Forum"  is  a  Roman  farce  of 
mistaken  identity  with  a  cartoon  back- 
ground enhancing  the  animation  and  com- 
edy of  the  play. 

In  order  to  receive  his  freedom,  a

They  seem  to  have  a  "fix"  to  almost  any  predica- 
ment that  a  Greek  organization  can  get  itself  into.  They 
help  in  times  of  stress,  whether  it  be  Greek  or  school- 
related;  and  they  always  know  just  when  to  let  a 
member  learn  by  making  mistakes.  These  saviors  for 
fraternities  and  sororities  at  Northwestern  and  all  around 
the  world  are  known  as  Greek  advisers. 

Whenever  Greek 
organizations  have  ques- 
tions or  problems  with 
anything  concerning  stu- 
dent life  or  fraternity/so- 
rority problems,  the  first 
person  to  turn  for  assis- 
tance and  guidance  is  their 
adviser. 

"I  enjoy  my  re- 
sponsibilities with  Kappa 
Alpha  Order,"  said 
Tommy  Whitehead,  fac- 
ulty adviser  to  the  frater- 
nity. "I  offer  them  advice 
when  they  come  to  me 
with  questions  or  prob- 
lems. Being  an  adviser  isn't 

always  the  easiest  job,  but  I  do  enjoy  working  with 
them." 

"It's  important  for  our  Greeks  to  have  advisers 
to  ask  about  situations  in  which  they're  having  a  hard 
time  making  a  decision,"  said  Northwestern  Greek 
Adviser  Reatha  Cox.  "They  also  serve  as  role  models 
for  fraternities  and  sororities  and  set  an  example  of  how 
Greeks  can  stay  active  in  the  chapter,  even  after  gradu- 
ation from  college." 

Other  than  attending  certain  meetings  and  cri- 
sis management,  advisers  set  up  times  to  meet  with 
individual  fraternity  and  sorority  members  to  make 
sure  that  everything  is  going  well  in  school,  their  Greek 
organization  and  even  their  life. 

"Linda  has  been  a  great  influence  on  many  of  us 
and  helped  us  through  some  rough  times,"  said  Sigma 
Kappa  Judy  Francis,  of  the  sorority's  adviser,  Linda 
Lowry,  "She  helped  us  improve  our  chapter  meetings, 


and  she  is  always  there  to  help  us  with  any  problem  that 
may  come  up." 

"I  don't  know  what  we'd  do  without  our  ad- 
viser," said  Theta  Chi  Tait  Martin,  referring  to  Allen 
Carter.  "It's  great  that  fraternities  and  sororities  have 
someone  who  understands  them  looking  out  for  their 
best  interests."

Ask  a  member  of  any  fraternity 
and  he'  11  say  how  much  he  has  changed 
since  joining  a  Greek  organization. 
Aside  from  creating  friendships  which 
last  long  after  college  years  are  memo- 
ries, fraternities  create  a  sense  of  pride 
and  brotherhood  for  all 
who  become  a  mem- 
ber. That's  what  for- 
mal rush  is  all  about 
—  getting  new  mem- 
bers to  keep  the  Greek 
tradition  alive. 

As       summer 
1993  came  to  an  end, 
the    InterFraternity 
Council  began  organizing  and  pulling 
together  all  of  the  "loose  ends"  to  what 
would  be  called  the  "Rush  of  a  Life- 
time" _    iFC's  fall  formal  rush  for 
men. 

The  four  fraternities  involved  in 
this  year's  rush  program  were  respon- 
sible for  designating  members  who 
would  attend  meetings,  plan  events  and 
represent  the  organizations  at  the 
InterFraternity  Council  booth  during 
the  four  Freshman  Connection  orienta- 
tion programs  for  incoming  freshmen. 

Because  of  this  great  deal  of  plan- 
ning and  preparation,  fraternity  rush 
doubled  the  number  of  participants  in- 
terested in  joining  Greek  organizations 
on  campus  from  the  previous  year. 

With  some  major  changes  in  the 
InterFraternity  Council's  bylaws  and 
guidelines,  rush  was  conducted  differ- 
ently this  year  than  from  the  past.  Due 
to  new  alcohol  regulations,  Bid  Night 


parties  were  not  allowed  on  the  night  of 
pledging.  Rush  was  also  reduced  from 
four  days  to  three,  making  it  more-ac- 
commodating to  many  of  the  men  go- 
ing through  as  well  as  the  fraternities 
overall. 

Another  addition 
to  the  rush  program  was 
the  time  and  effort  put 
forth  by  Reatha  Cox, 
Northwestern' s  Greek 
adviser,  toward  orga- 
nizing and  planning 
men's  formal  rush  for 
the  first  time.  "We  met 
many  challenges  this 
year  with  the  program;  and  although 
we  were  able  to  overcome  so  many 
obstacles,  we  still  have  a  long  way  to 
go,"  said  Cox.  "The  hard  work  that 
each  fraternity  put  into  this  year's  rush 
was  evident  and  that  is  what  made  the 
program  so  successful." 

"I  thoroughly  enjoyed  going 
through  formal  rush,"  said  Tait  Martin, 
a  sophomore  from  Cut  Off.  "I  had  my 
ideas  about  which  fraternity  I  would 
join,  but  it  was  great  to  go  through  and 
see  each  one  separately.  I  learned  a 
great  deal  about  Northwestern 's  Greek 
system  and  met  a  lot  of  people." 

Though  all  eighty  of  the  men 
who  participated  in  formal  rush  this 
year  may  have  made  different  deci- 
sions and  come  to  different  conclu- 
sions about  the  fraternity  on  campus 
best  for  him,  they  all  experienced  what 
InterFraternity  Council  members  call 
the  "Rush  of  a  Lifetime."   ^^

This  year  women's  formal  rush 
had  a  new  look.  It  was  a  "no  frills"  look 
with  the  goal  of  going  "back  to  the  ba- 
sics." 

New  National  PanHellenic  Con- 
ference rules  were  implemented  giving 
rush  a  whole  new  dimension.  More  NPC 
rules  that  were  in  the 
process  of  being  imple- 
mented were  also  car- 
ried out  this  fall.  There 
were  no  outside  deco- 
rations allowed  as  well 
as  a  limit  to  the  amount 
of  food  served. 

The  sororities 
not  only  had  new  NPC 
rules  but  also  new 
Northwestern  PanHellenic  rules  to  en- 
force. These  rules  included  a  change  in 
the  application  process  for  rushees  — 
they  were  no  longer  allowed  to  send 
pictures  with  their  applications.  This  was 
done  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  any  kind  of 
discrimination.  The  sororities  also  had 
to  minimize  decorations  in  their  houses. 

The  sorority  houses  were  filled 
with  paraphernalia  and  pictures  of  their 
group  during  Open  House  on  the  first 
day  of  rush.  This  year  the  sororities  were 
limited  to  three  tables  set  up  with  deco- 
rations and  minimal  elaboration. 

The  idea  behind  all  of  these  new 
rules  is  for  the  rush  system  to  work  not 
just  as  a  show  but  as  a  tool  for  meeting 
and   acquiring   new   members.   The 


changes  were  made  in  hopes  that  the 
Greeks  and  the  rushees  would  have  more 
of  an  opportunity  to  know  each  other  on 
a  personal  level — not  just  all  the  frills. 
"Things  were  getting  out  of  hand, 
so  expect  more  changes,"  said  Reatha 
Cox,  Greek  adviser.  "The  more  we  elimi- 
nate— the  better  we 
are." 

"We  had  a  very 
successful   rush   we 
pledged  more  young 
ladies  than  we  had  in 
over  five  years,"  said 
Piper  Rux,  president.  "I 
was  impressed  with  the 
quality  of  girls  that  at- 
tended rush  this  year. 
They  were  down-home,  with  a  good  idea 
of  what  a  sorority  really  is  and  what  it 
means  to  be  a  sister." 

Sororities  faced  many  new  regu- 
lations in  an  effort  to  encourage  fairness. 
One  of  the  biggest  changes  was  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  "no  costumes"  rule.  In 
the  past  all  of  the  active  Greeks  partici- 
pating in  rush  wore  elaborate  costumes 
that  were  all  alike.  In  an  effort  to  elimi- 
nate conformity,  the  girls  could  no  longer 
be  dressed  alike  and  only  the  members 
participating  in  the  skits  could  wear  cos- 
tumes. 

Time  will  tell  how  successful  the 
changes  were,  but  certainly  no  damage 
seemed  to  have  occurred  from  the  first 
tests.  It  just  might  work  better!

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No  matter  how  many  projects  were  due, 
speeches  were  to  be  written  or  homework  assignments 
were  given,  Greek  students  always  seemed  to  find  time 
for  a  little  rest,  relaxation  and  partying.

Whether  it  be  Phi  Mu's  "Crush,"  Kappa  Sigma' s 
"Luau,"  Sigma  Kappa's  "Purple  Passion"  or  any  of  the 
other  host  of  social  gatherings,  Greek  students  say  that 
these  events  offer  a  chance

"Parties  aren't  all 
that  we  stand  for,"  said 
Cari  Pecquet,  a  member 
of  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma, 
"But  they  do  provide  a 
chance  to  get  out  of  the 
dorm  room  and  really  have 
fun  with  my  friends.  I've 
met  tons  of  new  people 
through  parties  and 
exchanges  since  I  joined 
the  sorority." 

Although  social 
get-togethers  give  Greek 

students  a  chance  to  cut  loose  and  have  fun,  many 
precautions  must  be  taken  before  such  an  event  can 
take  place.  Any  function  involving  the  use  of  alcohol 
must  have  an  alcohol  request  form  submitted  to  the 
Dean  of  Students  in  advance  accompanied  by  guest  list 
with  no  more  than  three  guests  per  member  of  the 
organization  invited.  Alcohol  must  also  be  distributed 
through  a  cash  bar  with  acertifiedbartenderorB.Y.O.B. 

Many  of  these  rules  were  strengthened  and 
enforced  more  strictly  after  an  incident  at  the  Kappa 
Alpha  "Around  The  World"  party  which  required 
Emergency  Room  care  for  several.  Northwestern 
students  who  were  guests  at  the  party. 

"I  know  how  much  fun  these  parties  can  be,'' 


said  Reatha  Cox,  Greek  adviser.  "I  was  in  a  sorority 
when  I  was  a  student  here,  but  I  also  realize  that  these 
fraternities  and  sororities  are  held  legally  and  morally 
responsible  for  what  goes  on  at  these  events  and  the 
rules  must  be  followed  in  order  to  ensure  safety  for  the 
organization  and  its  guests." 

"I  enjoy  seeing  so  many  people  turn  out  each 
year  for  'Caribbean',"  said  Frank  Griffin  of  Theta  Chi 
Fraternities  annual  spring  party.  "It' s  become  a  tradition 

and  people  have  come  to 
expect  it  every  year." 

Even  though 
guidelines  must  be 
followed  and  pre- 
cautions taken,  Greek 
students  agree  that  the 
fun  that  they  have  is 
worth  it.  4§S&

members  in  society.

action  with  hula  hoops  in  the  Alley 
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Alpha  Phi  Alpha  fraternity,  the 
first  intercollegiate  Greek-letter  frater- 
nity established  for  black  college  stu- 
dents, was  organized  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity in  1906.  The  prejudices  of  the  time, 
even  at  a  relatively  liberal  institution 
such  as  Cornell,  placed  extra  burdens  on 
minority  students.  The  first  unit  of  this 
national  fraternity,  orga- 
nized by  college  men  of 
African  descent,  was 
started  as  a  result  of  a  long- 
ing for  equality. 

The  founders  la- 
bored through  years  of( 
severe  economic  struggle 
and  racial  conflict  in  the 
United  States.  Despite 
their  difficulties  of  orga- 
nization in  the  field  of  stu- 
dent life,  these  early  fra- 
ternity pioneers  suc- 
ceeded in  laying  a  firm 
foundation  and  remained  steadfast  in 
their  goals  -  the  espousing  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  good  character,  sound  scholar- 
ship, fellowship  and  uplifting  human- 
ity. 

"Alpha  Phi  Alpha  is  the  best  fra- 
ternity because  they  have  proven  to  be 
active  on  campus  and  in  the  commu- 
nity," said  Earl  Martin,  vice  president. 


"We  sponsor  Thanksgiving  baskets  for 
community  and  host  a  Christmas  pro- 
gram for  the  Boys  and  Girls  club  of 
Natchitoches."  We  also  participate  in 
the  canned  food  drive  and  have  fund 
raising  drives,  like  War  on  the  Wood 
this  year,  and  all  proceeds  go  to  the  SAB 
Thanksgiving  canned  food  drive." 

The  Theta  Chi 
Chapter  was  founded  at 
Northwestern  on  Nov.  13, 
1 973.  For  the  past  20  years, 
the  chapter  has  devoted 
itself  to  creating  strong 
bonds  among  its  members. 
It  has  also  emphasized  the 
importance  of  high  aca- 
demic standards  and 
scholarship  to  form  a 
brotherhood  of  leaders. 
This  brotherhood  in  turn 
helps  to  unite  individual 
talents  and  ideas  and  fo- 
cuses them  into  doing  something  posi- 
tive for  the  community. 

Theta  Chi  Chapter  strongly  em- 
phasizes brotherhood  but  understands 
that  only  through  participation  with  the 
other  organizations  can  they  provide 
service  to  the  community.  That  is  why 
every  brother  is  active  in  at  least  one 
other  campus  organization.

On  January  13, 1913  on  the  cam- 
pus of  Howard  University  in  Washing- 
ton D.C.,  a  group  of  22  young  women 
founded  a  sorority,  These  young  women 
wanted  to  use  their  collec- 
tive strength  to  promote 
academic  excellence  and 
to  provide  assistance  to  the 
needy.  The  name  of  this 
organization  was  Delta 
Sigma  Theta. 

Delta  Sigma  Theta 
Sorority,  Inc.  requires  that 
its  members  exemplify  the 
highest  qualities  of  finer 
womanhood  and  that  their 
actions  reflect  the  ideals 
and  principles  of  their  sis- 
terhood. 

On  May  21,  1972,  Sandra  Gail 
Adams  founded  the  Delta  chapter  at 
Northwestern,  making  it  the  first  Afri- 
can-American sorority  chartered  on  cam- 
pus. 

Delta  Sigma  Theta,  for  years  and 
in  many  communities,  has  followed  what 
they  call  their  "Five  Point  Thrust,"  and 
has  been  developing  action  programs  in 
response  to  local  needs.  These  needs 
include:  economic  development,  educa- 
tional development,  community  and  in- 
ternational development,  urban  devel- 


opment and  housing,  as  well  as  mental 
and  physical  health. 

Locally  the  Iota  Mu  Chapter  of 
Delta  Sigma  Theta,  along  with  their  Nat- 
chitoches Alumnae,  has 
proven  its  commitment  to 
those  in  need.  They  have 
sponsored  "book  projects" 
to  give  a  set  of  books  to  an 
elementary  school.  They 
have  acted  as  "Big  Sis- 
ters" to  areachildren.  Dur- 
ing Christmas  Delta  spon- 
sors a  "doll  project",  giv- 
ing 10  dolls  to  area  young- 
sters. A  Delta  Immuniza- 
tion Campaign  is  held  dur- 
ing the  summer  to  encour- 
age parents  to  immunize 
their  children.    Financial  aid  seminars 
are  given  every  y:*ar  for  college  bound 
1 1th  and  12th  graders,  and  two  scholar- 
ships are  presented  to  area  seniors  upon 
their  graduation. 

Nationally  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
has  worked  in  conjunction  with  Barbara 
Bush  in  the  attempt  to  improve  educa- 
tion through  stress  on  reading. 

The  purpose  of  Delta  Sigma 
Theta  is  to  engage  in  cultural,  educa- 
tional and  public  service,  and  to  estab- 
lish, maintain,  and  encourage  high  cul- 
tural, intellectual,  and  moral  standards.

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Kappa  Alpha  Order  was  founded 
on  Dec.  21,  1865,  at  Washington  and 
Lee  University  in  Lexington,  Va.  by 
four  men  who  shared  a  common  inter- 
est. They  believed  the  ideals  of  this 
fraternity  should  be  centered  around 
the  chivalric  times  of  old  and  keep  alive 
the  "Southern  Tradition." 

General  Robert  E.  Lee,  the  former 
president  of  the  Univer- 
sity, was  named  their 
"Spiritual  Founder."  Al- 
though Lee  was  never  a 
KA,  his  beliefs  are  shared 
and  practiced  by  KAs  to 
this  day. 

The  Gamma  Psi 
chapter  here  at  North- 
western was  granted  a 
charter  on  March  15,  1963.  Since  then 
over  700  men  have  been  initiated  into 
the  Order. 

KAs  play  a  large  role  on  the 
Northwestern  campus.  Several  men  are 
actively  involved  in  leadership  posi- 
tions, such  as  Student  Government  As- 
sociation, Student  Activities  Board, 
Order  of  Omega  and  the  Blue  Key 
Honor  Society. 


This  fall  the  Gamma  Psi  chapter 
sent  nine  members  to  the  National  Con- 
vention and  National  Leadership  Insti- 
tute in  Charlotte,  NC. 

While  in  Charlotte,  the  chapter 
was  awarded  the  coveted  Ammen 
Award  for  overall  chapter  excellence. 
They  also  were  able  to  visit  the  Char- 
lotte Speedway,  Washington  and  Lee 
University  and  the  Na- 
tional Headquarters  in 
Lexington. 

Some  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  KA  social  cal- 
ender include  Jungle 
Party,  Halloween  Party, 
Christmas  Lights,  Hell's 
Angels  Party,  sorority  ex- 
changes, and  Old  South. 
Old  South  is  a  week  long  series  of 
parties  celebrating  their  heritage. 

The  KAs  at  Northwestern  are 
also  involved  in  many  community  ser- 
vice projects  around  Natchitoches.  They 
helped  out  at  the  Melrose  Arts  and 
Crafts  Festival  and  the  Special  Olym- 
pics. These  are  a  few  examples  of  how 
the  men  of  KA  are  a  vital  part  of  North- 
western and  Natchitoches.

In  1852,  at  Weslyan  College  in 
Macon,  Ga.  three  college  women 
founded  a  fraternal  organization  called 
the  Philomathean  Society.  This  organi- 
zation, which  evolved  into  Phi  Mu  Fra- 
ternity, is  the  second  oldest  sorority  in 
the  nation. 

In  1967,  the  Kappa  Iota  chapter 
of  Phi  Mu  joined  the  other  Greeks  here 
at  Northwestern  and  has 
been  vital  to  the  campus 
ever  since. 

The  sisters  of  Phi 
Mu  are  ever  present  on 
the  campus,  involved  in 
many  organizations,  in- 
cluding: Panhellenic, 
Order  of  Omega,  SAB,  SGA,  Purple 
Jackets,  and  the  various  spirit  organi- 
zations. Phi  Mu  can  even  boast  of 
having  a  sister,  Julie  Cameron,  who  is 
the  reigning  Miss  Natchitoches  City  of 
Lights. 

Phi  Mus  are  also  busy  doing 
social  service  for  their  philanthropies, 
Project  HOPE  and  the  Children's 
Miracle  Network.  Several  sisters  even 
put  in  some  T.V.  time  on  the  locally 
broadcasted  Children's  Miracle  Net- 


work Telethon.  The  sisters  also  spend 
time  doing  service  for  the  campus  and 
community.  Some  of  these  activities 
include  a  Halloween  Carnival  for  area 
children,  Pilgrim's  Prison  canned  food 
drive,  volunteering  annually  at  the  Spe- 
cial Olympics,  and  various  fund  raisers 
to  help  their  cause.

Sigma  Kappa  sorority  was 
founded  in  Waterville,  Maine  in  1874 
and  brought  their  sisterhood  to  North- 
western in  1959,  when  Pi  Kappa  Sigma 
merged  with  Sigma  Kappa,  opening  the 
doors  for  the  Delta  Mu  Chapter. 

Since  then,  the  sisters  of  Sigma 
Kappa  have  worked  with 
the  Natchitoches  commu- 
nity through  social  service 
as  well  as  with  the  North- 
western student  body.

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Founded  in  Farmersville,  Virginia 
on  April  20,  1898,  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma 
is  the  oldest  Greek  letter  sorority  on 
Northwestem's  campus.  From  the  so- 
rority whose  colors  are  purple  and 
white,  whose  flower  is  the  violet,  and 
whose  national  symbol  is  the  sailboat, 
comes  some  of  Northwestem's  top  cam- 
pus leaders  involved  in 
organizations  such  as 
the  SAB,  SGA,  Circle 
K  International  and  a 
number  of  other  groups 
around  campus. 

Nationally,  Tri- 
Sigmahas installed  new 
policies  upgrading  its 
standards  which  include 
the  prohibition  of  alco- 
hol at  any  Sigma  event 
and  the  minimum  grade  point  average  of 
2.2  for  initiation  of  new  members. 

Some  things,  however,  never 
change.  Tri-Sigma's  continual  philan- 
thropic efforts  toward  the  Robbie  Page 
Memorial  Foundation  began  as  a  search 
for  the  cure  to  polio  and  has  since  been 
dedicated  to  service  for  children. 

Sigma  Sigma  Sigma,  in  recogni- 
tion for  its  hard  work  on  Northwestem's 
campus,  has  been  the  recipient  of  nu- 
merous Greek  awards  including  the  most 
coveted  of  all,  The  President's  Cup  Award 
for  Excellence  in  Greek  Life. 

Alpha  Zeta  Chapter  is  also  very 
involved  in  the  Natchitoches  commu- 
nity as  well.  The  Sigmas  collected  cans 
for  the  needy,  conducted  a  trash  pick-up 


at  their  designated  highway  site,  sup- 
plied Christmas  gifts  to  underprivileged 
children  of  Natchitoches,  and  volun- 
teered for  odd  jobs  in  conjunction  with 
Natchitoches  area  residents.  Sigmas  can 
be  found  on  a  daily  basis  at  the  Boys  and 
Girls  Clubs  and  at  the  Natchitoches  Coun- 
cil on  Aging. 

Although  very 
involved,  Tri-Sigmas 
find  time  to  fill  their 
social  calendar  each 
semester  as  well.  From 
sleepovers,  fraternity 
exchanges,  Monday 
movie  night,  picnics 
and  skating  to  dances 
such  as  their  annual 
Harvest  Dance  each 
fall.  Harvest  consists 
of  new  members  designing  decorations, 
T-shirts,  party  favors  and  a  backdrop  for 
the  big  event  without  telling  active  mem- 
bers anything  about  the  theme.  It  en- 
courages pledge  class  unity  and  team- 
work. The  theme  is  revealed  at  Big  Sis/ 
L'il  Sis  night  each  year  and  active  mem- 
bers assist  with  decorations  from  there 
on  out.  The  1993  Harvest  theme  was 
"Shine  on  Harvest  Moon." 

Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  consists  of  a 
group  of  women  who  share  a  unique 
bond  of  sisterhood  that  has  been  present 
on  Northwestem's  campus  since  its  in- 
stallation in  1928.  Living  by  the  motto, 
"Death  to  all  that  is  bad,"  these  young 
women  can  attest  to  the  phrase  "Once  a 
Tri-Sigma,  always  a  Tri-Sigma."

On  January  10,  1899,  five  stu- 
dents at  Illinois  Wesleyan  University 
drew  up  the  first  set  of  regulations  for  an 
organization  whose  pur- 
pose was  "to  aid  college 
men  in  their  mental,  moral, 
and  social  development." 
That  organization  was  later 
to  be  known  as  Tau  Kappa 
Epsilon. 

The  founders  of  Tau 
Kappa  Epsilon  possessed  a 
desire  to  establish  a  frater- 
nity where  the  primary  req- 
uisites  for  membership 
would  be  the  personal  worth 
and  character  of  the  indi- 
vidual rather  than  the  wealth,  rank,  or 
honor  he  possessed.  Since  its  inception 
here  in  in  1957,  the  brothers  of  Epsilon 
Upsilon  chapter  have  strived  to  uphold 
these  ideals. 

"Being  a  TKE  at  Northwestern 
has  been  extremely  self-rewarding  for 

the  past  three  years  that  I've  been  a 
member,"  said  Jamie  Atkins,  TKE  Presi- 
dent. "I  feel  like  I'm  part  of  a  family  that 
is  thriving  and  is  still  strong  after  all 
these  years." 

The  brothers  can  be  seen  around

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Late  one  spring  evening,  two 
university  students  met  on  the  north  side 
of  the  "Old  South  Barracks"  at  Norwich 
University.  In  secret  Frederick  Norton 
Freeman  and  Arthur  Chase  discussed 
and  drew  guidelines  for  an  organization 
that  could  strengthen  the  voice  and  ide- 
als of  these  two  men.  They  had  no  idea  of 
the  strength  and  the  power  of  the  words 
and  ideas  they  were  al- 
ready expressing  that 
night. 

Today  that  organi- 
zation thrives  internation- 
ally as  Theta  Chi  Frater- 
nity, a  group  of  young  men 
with  the  common  goal  of 
promoting  brotherhood  on 
campuses  across  the  na- 
tion and  in  one  Canadian 
province.  Having  some  of 
the  largest  chapters  at  universities  like 
Purdue,  Washington  State  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
fraternity  dominates  the  northern  half  of 
the  United  States.  But  growing  beliefs  in 
the  fraternity's  ideals  have  sparked  the 


growth  of  southern  chapters  that  pack  a 
punch. 

Nowhere  are  Freeman  and 
Chase's  ideals  expressed  better  than  the 
Eta  Omicron  chapter  at  Northwestern 
State. 

Northwestern' s  chapter  contains 
an  elaborate  cross-section  of  nearly  ev- 
ery student  at  the  university.  With  mem- 
bers that  not  only  partici- 
pate but  hold  ranking  of- 
fices in  organizations  like 
SGA,  SAB,  Potpourri 
Staff  and  Circle  K  Inter- 
national, the  Eta  Omicron 
chapter  has  strong  influ- 
ence on  campus.

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.  was 
organized  at  Howard  University  on 
January  16,  1920  as  the  result  of  en- 
couragement given  to  the  five  founders 
by  two  members  of  Phi  Beta  Sigma 
Fraternity.  The  Sigma  brothers  felt  the 
campus  would  benefit  by  the  develop- 
ment of  such  an  organi- 
zation as  sisters  to  the 
fraternity.  Thus,  Zetas 
and  Sigmas  became  the 
first  official  Greek-letter 
sister  and  brother  orga- 
nizations worldwide. 

The  Noith  we  stern 
chapter  works  hard  to 
promote  its  school  spirit 
and  to  serve  the  Natchi- 
toches community. 

The  sorority's  first 
fund  raising  event,  a  back 
to  school  dance,  is  held  each  August; 
and  September  brings  on  the  Zeta  Phi 
Beta  rendition  of  "Show  Time  at  the 
Apollo."  Numerous  acts  and  many  stu- 
dents participate  in  the  event.  The 
Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Step  Off  Show  is 


always  a  big  event  as  the  sorority  en- 
courages members  to  compete.  The 
Zetas  won  first  place  this  past  year. 
Each  November  the  sorority's  annual 
Gospel  Explosion  Musical  is  held. 

In  the  community  Chi  Iota  Epsi- 
lon is  very  active.  Members  work 
closely  with  their  local 
Graduate  chapter  in  fur- 
thering the  objectives  of 
Zeta,  the  Boys  and  Girls 
Club,  local  schools,  vol- 
unteers, car  washes,  food 
drives,  and  render  their 
services  to  various  church- 
oriented  activities. 

Zetas  are  also  in- 
volved with  their  youth 
auxiliaries,  known  as 
Archonette  and  Amicettes.

Times  they  are  a  changin'.  Some 

things  are  for  the  better  and  others  not  so 
much,  but  there's  no  doubt  that  they  are 
changing. 

"There  were  about  1,400  stu- 
dents at  Northwestern  when  I  first  came 
here  in  1953,"  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Alost  said.  "People 
didn '  t  have  cars,  every- 
one walked;  and  since 
no  one  had  money,  the 
students  participated  in 
everything.  They  went 
to  every  concert,  every 
play,  and  every  basket- 
ball game." 

"It  was  a  dif- 
ferent setting.  The  size 
of  the  school  being  so 
small  everyone  knew 
everyone  else." 

"One  thing  that 
hasn't  changed  is  the 
friendliness  of  the  cam- 
pus. You  can't  walk 
around  campus  talking 
with  everyone  at  many 
colleges,  but  you  can 
do  that  here,"  Alost 
said. 

The  size  of 
Northwestern  has 
changed,  however. 
The  school  of  1 ,400  in 
1953  is  now  over  7,000, 
with  much  of  the 
growth  occurring  since 
1986  when  Dr.  Alost  became  president. 

"We've  done  a  lot  of  work.  The 
university  has  worked  hard  to  recruit 
new  students,  hold  students,  and 
strengthen  the  academics  of  Northwest- 
ern," Alost  said. 

"There  was  a  time  when  we  only 
looked  at  the  resume'  of  potential  pro- 
fessors, but  now  we  observe  their  teach- 
ing and  look  at  them  as  a  whole  before 
we  hire  them,"  he  said.  He  readily  ad- 


mits that  "all  of  our  people  are  under- 
paid: administrators,  faculty,  and  staff." 
"We,  the  University,  are  build- 
ing strength  in  our  academic  programs, 
and  we  will  continue  to  do  so,"  Alost 
said.  "I  am  really  excited  about  the 
upcoming  National 
Preservation  Center." 
"The  National 
Center  has  brought 
about  an  emphasis  in  a 
lot  of  areas  that  need 
strengthening,  specifi- 
cally in  history,  chem- 
istry, archeology,  and 
anthropology."  These 
programs  will  be 
strengthened  by  pres- 
ervation center  faculty 
serving  as  adjunct  pro- 
fessors, and  by  the  cen- 
ter employing  our 
graduate  students, 
thereby  providing  as- 
sistantships,"  Alost 
said. 

"English -writing 
-  will  be  strengthened, 
because  of  the  neces- 
sity for  dissemination 
of  large  amounts  of  in- 
formation. We  will  see 
students  from  all  over 
campus  working  in 
connection  with  the 
center,"  Alost  said. 
While  President 
Alost,  nicknamed  by  the  student  media 
as  Dr.  Bob,  sometimes  enjoys  sitting 
back  and  reminiscing  about  the  days 
gone  past  and  the  days  of  100%  student 
participation  in  everything  and  close 
sense  of  community  among  the  student 
body,  he  can't  help  but  look  around  and 
see  the  friendliest  and  most  beautiful 
campus  in  Louisiana.  ^& 

Pininr  Woui 
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Dr.  Kathleen  Byrd,  head  of  the 
Department  of  History  and  Social  Sci- 
ences, is  the  newest  member  of  the  aca- 
demic leadership  at  Northwestern. 

Prior  to  joining  the  NSU  faculty, 
Dr.  Byrd  was  state  archeologist  for  15 
years.  After 
receiving  her 
PhD  in  An- 
thropology 
from  the  Uni- 
versity of 
Florida,  she 
had  done  pri- 
vate consult- 
ing work  be- 
fore assuming 
the  state  posi- 
tion. 

"The 
reason  I  was 
initially  inter- 
ested in  this 
position  was 
because  I 
worked  for  the 
last  15  years  in 
government 
and  see  the 
n  e  e  d  f  o  r 
trained  people 
in  the  heritage 
resource  man- 
agement field.

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Among  English  majors  he  is 
known  as  'the  man  in  red  suspenders,' 
but  Garry  Ross'  formal  title  is  head  of 
the  Department  of  Language  and  Com- 
munication. And  his  plans  for  the  future 
include  electronic  class- 
rooms, increasing  the 
number  of  graduate  stu- 
dents in  English,  and 
further  enhancing  the 
Writing  Center. 

In  terms  of  ex- 
panding the  graduate 
program,  Ross  hopes  to 
have  40  resident  gradu- 
ate students  by  next  fall; 
and  he  hopes  to  make 
the  department  very  ac- 
tive in  the  Intensive 
Summer  Graduate  pro- 
gram. 

"We  are  really 
excited  about  the  Sum- 
mer Program,  because 
it  will  bring  in  an  addi- 
tional 40  to  50  graduate 
students,"  Ross  said. 

Other  plans  in- 
clude reviewing  and  re- 
working the  under- 
graduate English  cur- 
riculum by  strengthening  the  traditional 
English  program  and  also  offering  a 
non-traditional  curriculum  to  include  a 
professional  writing  component  in  the 
B.A.  degree. 

Ross  sees  the  Writing  Center  ex- 
panding in  the  future,  especially  in  its 
developmental  role. 

"The  Writing  Center  serves  as  a 
very  valuable  element  in  both  classroom 
teaching,  and  in  helping  students  through- 
out the  university  to  solve  individual 
writing  problems,  and  we  look  forward 
to  further  developing  the  Center  to  con- 
tribute even  more  to  the  university." 


One  way  in  which  this  will  hap- 
pen is  through  the  use  of  electronic  class- 
rooms, instead  of  the  traditional  class- 
rooms. "We  are  finding  that  students 
respond  better  in  the  electronic  class- 
rooms. Theirtypingand 
computer  skills  im- 
prove along  with  their 
writing." 

With  regard  to 
foreign  languages,  Ross 
is  hoping  to  have  a  CD- 
ROM  computer  system 
available  to  assist  stu- 
dents with  their  foreign 
language  skills.  The 
CD-ROM  system  could 
make  available  a  num- 
ber of  language  tutorial 
software  and  could 
even  expand  the  num- 
ber of  available  lan- 
guages offered  by 
Northwestern. 

Ross  earned  his 
PhD  at  Texas  A&M 
University,  specializing 
in  linguistics  and  rheto- 
ric. He  worked  for 
Baylor  University's 
Hankaver  School  of 
Business,  where  he  set  up  a  writing  pro- 
gram to  enhance  the  business  and  mana- 
gerial communications  facet  of  the  cur- 
riculum. From  there  he  moved  to 
Henderson  State  University,  in 
Arkladelphia,  Ark.  where  he  was  direc- 
tor of  writing.  He  set  up  a  writing  center 
and  developmental  English  program,  and 
taught  linguistics  and  advanced  gram- 
mar. 

From  there  he  came  to  North- 
western as  a  professor  of  linguistics.  He 
taught  graduate  linguistics  and  compo- 
sition until  he  was  promoted  this  year  to 
department  head.  ^) 
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With  an  Irish  brogue,  a  twinkle 
in  his  eyes,and  a  smile  on  his  face,  there 
is  little  doubt  the  new  Director  of  the 
Louisiana  Scholars' 
College  came  from 
Ireland.  Dr.  Ray 
Wallace  assumes  his 
position  after  a  ten- 
ure across  campus  as 
head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Language 
and  Communica- 
tion. 

His  aca- 
demic background 
includes  the  Bach- 
elors of  Art  at  Illi- 
nois, the  Masters  of 
Arts  in  English  at  the 
University  of  East  Il- 
linois and  his  PhD 
from  Illinois  State 
University. 

Before  com- 
ing to  Northwestern 
Dr.  Wallace  taught 
in  Hawaii,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia. 

"I  have  taught  at  many  places, 
but  teaching  at  Northwestern  has  been 
different  because  people  seem  to  under- 
stand the  importance  of  education.  Many 
of  the  students  are  first  generation  stu- 
dents and  they  are  proud  and  excited 
about  learning.  That  is  the  best  type  of 


student  to  teach,"  said  Wallace. 

In  reviewing  his  role  at  North- 
western, Wallace  plans  on  increasing 
the  enrollment  at 
Scholars'  and  encour- 
aging more  interac- 
tion between  Schol- 
ars' and  Northwestern 
including  the  profes- 
sors there  teaching  at 
Northwestern  and 
vice  versa. 

As  head  of  the 
Language  Depart- 
ment, Wallace  began 
developing  a  Writing 
Center  on  campus 
which  along  with 
strong  computer  sup- 
port has  developed 
into  "one  of  the  best  I 
have  ever  seen." 

"Working      at 
Scholars'  is  a  great 
honor.  The  faculty  and 
students  are  wonder- 
ful to  work  with,"  said  Wallace. 

In  an  assessment  of  the  total  liv- 
ing learning  environment  at  Northwest- 
ern, Wallace  praised  Natchitoches  as  a 
great  place  to  work  and  live.  "I  never 
thought  I  would  say  that  about  a  small 
town,  but  this  is  a  great  place."  ^||

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The  Northwestern  Demons  had  an  impressive  victory  for  homecoming.  The 
Demons,  who  have  had  ball  control  problems  all  year,  took  a  page  out  of  the 
Nicholls  State  Colonels'  play  book  and  learned  how  to  dominate  a  defense.  The 
Demons  played  solid  football  the  whole  game,  but  it  seemed  as  if  the  only  thing 
important  was  an  86-yard  "5th  quarter"  drive  which  took  1 1:36  off  the  clock  and 
the  Colonels  out  the  game. 

Ten  different  players  carried  the  ball  for  the  Demons  on  this  devastating 
drive.  Ridgell  and  Alexander  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  damage.  Ridgell 
had  a  game  high  76-yards 
rushing,  and  Alexander 
had  a  total  of  70-yards 
rushing  and  the  one  yard 
touchdown  run  which 
ended  the  Demons'  "5th 
quarter"  dominance. 

The  players  were 
commended  by  the  coach- 
ing staff  for  the  excellent 
job  they  did. 

"Our  drive  in  the 
'5th  quarter'  was  the  key 
to  winning  the  game. 
When  you  are  up  by  one 
score,  you  can  lose  on  one 
play,"  said  Goodwin.  "All 
of  our  runners  made  big 
carries  during  this  drive, 
staying  in  bounds  and 
keeping  the  clock  run- 
ning." 

The  offense  put  to- 
gether five  scoring  drives. 
Laird  was  directly  in- 
volved with  three  of  the 
Demons'  five  scores.  He 
threw  for  two  and  ran  for  another.  Alexander  caught  a  24-yard  touchdown  pass  and 
ran  for  a  one  yard  touchdown.  Brock  caught  a  30-yard  touchdown  pass  from  Laird 
and  ran  for  another  touchdown  on  a  reverse. 

The  offensive  line  of  the  Demons  was  one  of  the  keys  to  this  win. 

"We've  had  some  halves  we  didn't  run  20  plays.  It  was  a  sensational  job  by 
the  offensive  line,"  said  Goodwin. 

The  true  NSU  prevailed  and  Demon  fans  left  Turpin  Stadium  jubilant  after 
their  homecoming  victory  over  Nichols  State  @

Northwestern  opened  its  football  season  in  the  New  Orleans  Superdome. 
The  Demons,  looking  at  times  like  the  New  Orleans  Saints,  played  hard  but  had 
an  offense  that  could  never  get  on  track.

The  Northwestern  football  team  surprised  many  people  by  giving  Troy 
State  Trojans  a  run  for  their  money.  Unfortunately,  wins  are  not  necessarily  given 
to  those  who  play  a  good  game.  The  ninth  ranked  Troy  State  edged  Northwestern 
by  a  score  of  21-14. 

Northwestern  started  out  strong.  The  Demons  took  the  opening  kick-off  at 
their  own  22  yard  line,  and  they  marched  78  yards  for  a  touchdown.  The  touchdown 
came  on  a  5  yard  run  from  Clarence  Mathews. 

With  the  Demons  up  7-0,  Troy  State  started  a  drive  from  the  Demon  47-yard 
line.  The  end  result  was  a 
27-yard  touchdown  pass 
which  tied  the  game  at  7- 
7.  The  first  half  ended  with 
Troy  State  and  Northwest- 
ern tied  at  seven. 

On  the  Trojan's 
first  possession  of  the  sec- 
ond half,  they  mounted  a 
five  play  80-yard  drive 
which  resulted  in  an  11- 
yard  touchdown  run  by 
their  quarterback. 

With  a  little  over 
eight  minutes  left  in  the 
third  quarter,  Northwest- 
ern scored  on  a  flea  flicker 
from  Steve  Brown.  The 
play  started  with  a  pitch 
from  Laird  to  Brown.  Then 
Brown  hit  Jared  Johnson 
with  a  45-yard  touchdown 
pass  to  tie  the  game  at  14. 

After  all  of 
Northwestern's  efforts, 
Troy  State  still  had  to  re- 
ceive one  more  kick  off 
which  would  result  in  a  Troy  State  touchdown.  Starting  at  their  33,  Troy  State  began 
a  steady  drive  to  the  Demon  end  zone.  The  drive  came  to  an  end  with  a  12-yard 
touchdown  run  by  Troy  State  making  the  score  21-14. 

The  Demons  had  a  disappointing  performance  in  their  second  game,  but  the 
high  expectations  from  fans  were  still  there.

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Northwestern  bounced  back  from  a  0-2  start  with  an  impressive  victory  over 
East  Texas  in  the  third  game  of  the  season.  The  16th  ranked  team  in  Division  II 
football  journeyed  to  Turpin  Stadium  confident  but  left  devastated. 

Clarence  Mathews  rushed  for  96  yards  and  one  touchdown  helping  North- 
western complete  a  30- 1 9  victory  over  East  Texas.  The  win  brought  Northwestern 's 
record  to  1-2,  while  East  Texas  dropped  to  2-2. 

Coach  Sam  Goodwin  was  desperately  searching  for  a  win  and,  as  he  put  it, 
"anytime  you  start  a  season  0-3,  it  makes  heading  into  conference  play  a  lot 
tougher." 

Goodwin's  search 
was  over  when  the  De- 
mons scored  on  their  open- 
ing drive  on  a  25  yard  run 
by  Mathews. 

After  this  score, 
Northwestern  mounted  an 
80  yard  touchdown  drive 
which  ended  in  a  touch- 
down pass  to  Steve  Brown 
with  45  seconds  left  in  the 
half. 

The  Demons'  next 
possession  resulted  in 
completed  passes  to  Brock 
and  Gosserand,  but  the  of- 
fense was  not  able  to  capi- 
talize on  these  receptions, 
and  the  Demons  settled  for 
a  field  goal. 

Later  in  the  third 
quarter,  East  Texas  scored 
their  second  field  goal,  but 
Laird  answered  this  with  a 
one  yard  touchdown.

The  Demon  football  season  came  to  a  disappointing  end  with  a  loss  to  the 
17th-ranked  Stephen  F.  Austin  Lumberjacks.  The  Demons  had  a  six  year  winning 
streak  against  the  Lumberjacks.  This  football  game  had  more  on  the  line  than  just 
a  win  or  a  loss;  the  famous  Chief  Caddo,  a  7-foot  6-inch  320  pound  wooden  trophy, 
was  also  at  stake.  This  trophy  is  given  to  the  winning  team  in  the  Northwestern/SFA 
match  up  each  year.  The  Demons  have  had  the  trophy  for  six  years,  but  the 
Lumberjacks  are  taking  the  Chief  home  to  Nacogdoches  for  the  next  year. 

The  Demons  were  down  early  in  the  game  when  the  Lumberjacks  opened 
a  14-3  lead  in  the  first  quarter.  The  Lumberjacks  did  not  feel  sorry  for  the  Demons 
in  the  second  quarter  either.  SFA  exploded  for  a  24-point  second  quarter  and  took 

a  38-10  lead. 

The  Demons  were 
playing  without  three  of 
their  five  best  tacklers.  Ed 
Moses,  Fred  Thompson, 
and  Tony  Echols  were  all 
out  with  injuries.

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The  baseball  team  opened  its  season  with  a  double-header  at  Rice 
University  by  dropping  both  games.  Bouncing  back  in  their  home  field  opener 
against  Southeastern  with  a  3-0  victory,   Reggie  Gatewood  and  Chris  Eckley 

combined  for  1 1  strike-outs  against  the 
Lions. 

The  next  victim  was  Louisiana 
College.  The  Demons  rolled  past  LC 
1 2- 1  bringing  the  season  record  to  2-2. 
Next  on  the  lineup  was  Lamar  which 
split  a  double-header.  Losing  the  first 
game  5-0,  Northwestern  came  back  to 
win  the  second  game  7-4.  Gordon 
Hocketf  s  run  -  scoring  single  in  the  top 
of  the  eighth  provided  the  winning  run. 
The  diamond  boys  hosted  a  double- 
header  against  Southland  Conference 
rival  Northeast.  Sweeping  the  games 
with  the  aid  of  Kyle  Shade's  three  run 
homer  in  game  two,  the  Demons  de- 
feated the  Indians  by  a  score  of  2-1  and 
4- 1 .  This  set  their  record  at  7-4  overall 
and  2-0  in  the  SIX. 

The  Indians  had  one  more  chance 
the  very  next  day  for  revenge  in  finish- 
ing off  the  three-game  series.

The  squad's  first 
loss  came  at  the  hands  of 
McNeese  State.  The 
Cowboys  turned  the  lo- 
cal favorites  away  by  a 
score  of  4-2.  They  still 
had  a  chance,  but  the 
University  of  Texas  Ar- 
lington was  in  their  way. 
The  Demons  were  play- 
ing a  decent  game  until 
the  eighth  inning  when  a 
free  for  all  brawl  took 
place. 

"I  had  never  seen 
anything  like  it  before  at 
a  college  game,"  said 
Northwestern   student 

Kirk  Melrose.  "There  was  a  perfectly  good  game  going  on,  and  then  there  was  a 
huge  riot  going  on."  In  this  free  for  all,  there  were  a  total  often  players  ejected;  five 
were  from  the  Northwestern  squad.  After  this  incident,  the  Mavericks  went  on  to 
win  easily  1 1-6. 

Despite  a  great  season  as  the  winningest  team  in  Louisiana,  the  Demons  sal 
at  home  during  the  NCAA  tournament.  The  disappointment  will  not  last  long;  and

That  was  first  time  competitor  Karen  Brumfield's  response  to  how  she  felt  after 
competing  in  this  year's  Fourth  Annual  Marathon  Rowing  Championships  Regatta  hosted  by 
Northwestern  State  University's  Rowing  Team. 

At  26  miles  it  was  a  race  that  made  one  think  of  pain  indeed.  However,  that  did  not  stop 
this  year's  52  entries  from  trying  to  take  on  the  "Challenge  of  the  Cane." 

Rowers  came  from  as  far  away  as  Ohio,  Florida,  and  California  to  compete  in  the 
categories  ranging  from  sculls  (singles,  doubles,  or  quads)  to  sweep  boats  (fours  and  eights). 

One  member  of  the  U.S  National  Team,  Ingrid  Klich, 
came  and  not  only  won  her  category  but  also  came  in  fourth, 
overall. 

For  the  first  time  ever,  Northwestern 's  Rowing  Team 
entered  both  the  men's  and  women's  varsity  competition;  and 
both  boats  placed.  The  men  finished  third  with  a  time  of  3:37:02, 
which  was  only  three  minutes  and  seven  seconds  behind  the 
Washburn  University  of  Kansas  crew  that  finished  second  in  the 
men's  varsity  eight  category.  Tulane  garnered  first  in  just  under 
three  hours. 
1  The  Northwestern  women  were  first  in  their  competi- 

tion at  a  time  just  under  four  hours,  which  was  more  than  30 
minutes  faster  than  the  Washburn  Crew  that  placed  second.  Third 
place  was  taken  by  the  women  from  Oklahoma  State. 

Not  all  of  the  local  rowers  are  able  to  compete  in  the 
Marathon  because  the  home  crew  hosts  the  Marathon  and  begin- 
ning rowers  are  usually  needed  as  volunteers  to  work  at  water 
stops  and  at  the  starting  and  finish  lines.  However,  sometimes  an 
opportunity  presents  itself  to  them. 

Several  novices  were  able  to  row  with  others  crews  who 
needed  stand-ins  at  the  last  minute,  and  some  were  pleasantly 
surprised  when  the  boats  they  rowed  with  won  medals. 

When  LSU  needed  an  extra  person,  NSU  rower  Rebecca 
Reed  was  able  to  fill  the  empty  spot.  She  and  the  LSU  crew  went  on  to  defeat  Oklahoma  State 
and  Tulane  and  win  a  gold  medal  in  the  women's  novice  eight  category. 

"I  loved  rowing  with  LSU,"  Reed  said,  "Although  I  would  have  much  rather  won  the 
gold  with  my  own  crew,  it  was  funny  because  I  ended  up  sitting  behind  a  girl  who  had  graduated 
from  high  school  with  me." 

John  Wright,  one  of  Northwestern's  varsity  men  who  rowed  in  his  first  marathon  this 
year,  had  a  slightly  different  perspective  on  the  race.  "It  was  long  and  hard.  1  really  felt  like 
I  had  accomplished  something,  but  it  makes  you  think  twice  about  doing  it  again.  I  was  sore 
for  the  next  two  days." 

Pain  or  not,  the  Marathon  will  remain  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  Northwestern  Rowing

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Northwestern  stands  on  the  leading  edge  in  providing  its  student-athletes  the 
best  academic  support  while  ensuring  that  Demon  and  Lady  Demon  athletic 
programs  operate  within  NCAA  regulations. 

That's  where  Craig  Rex  and  Donna  Jones  enter  the  picture.  As  NCAA 
compliance  officer,  Rex  holds  seminars  foi  the  university  athletic  staff  on  NCAA 
rules.  He  also  conducts  testing  to  ensure  Northwestern 's  staff  is  competent  in  its 
knowledge  of  NCAA  specifications.  Rex  also  produces  a  newsletter  detailing  any 
updates  and  advises  student-athletes  on  NCAA  rules. 

Rex  sees  his  duties 
as  compliance  officer  in 
three  parts.  First,  he  is  to 
educate  student-athletes 
on  NCAA  policies.  Sec- 
ondly, he  conducts  semi- 
nars and  testing  for  North- 
western coaches,  and 
thirdly,  he  assists  in  col- 
lecting information  and 
reporting  any  rules  infrac- 
tions. 

Jones  joined  the 
Northwestern  staff  in  Feb- 
ruary 1991  as  academic 
counselor  for  all  Demon 
and  Lady  Demon  athletes. 

In  addition  to  moni- 
toring class  attendance 
and  academic  progress, 
Jones  assists  student  ath- 
letes in  the  transition  from 
high  school  and  junior 
college  settings  to  the 
Northwestern  academic 
environment  with  tips  on 
study  habits  and  time 
management.  She  coordinates  tutorial  services  available  to  all  Northwestern 
students. 

Rex  and  Jones  are  responsible  for  ensuring  Northwestern's  athletes  are 
benefiting  from  the  athletic  program  in  a  structured  way  while  not  letting  the 
athletics  interfere  with  their  academic  progress.  (^

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Even  though  the  football  season  was  full  of  excitement,  the  Demons  finished 
a  disappointing  5-6  overall  and  3-4  in  the  Southland  Conference.  The  Demons  had  to 
face  a  tough  schedule.  All  of  their  loses  came  to  teams  who,  at  one  time,  were  ranked 
in  the  top  10  of  the  Division  1-AA  poll. 

"This  has  definitely  been  one  of  the  toughest  schedules  we  have  played  in  all 
my  years  of  coaching,"  said  head  coach  Sam  Goodwin.  "We  lost  five  games  to  teams 
that  are  playing  in  the  post 
season." 

Despite  the  disap- 
pointing season,  several  De- 
mons won  individual  recog- 
nition for  their  achievements. 
Offensive  lineman  Marcus 
Spears  stole  the  show  with 
his  first-team  All  American 
honors.  Spears  is  the  first 
Division  1-AA  player  since 
Jerry  Rice  of  Mississippi 
Valley  in  1984  to  win  Foot- 
ball Writers  All  American 
honors. 

"He  is  thought  to  be 
the  first  non-Division  1-A 
lineman  to  earn  first-team 
recognition,"  said  Volney 
Meese,  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  FWAA.  Spears  was  also 
an  Outland  Trophy  semifi- 
nalist.  He  also  repeated  as  an 
All  SLC  first-team  pick, 
which  he  received  with  a 
unanimous  vote. 

Linebacker  Edward 
Moses  was  also  chosen  to 

the  All  SLC  squad.  This  is  his  second  straight  year  to  win  the  honor.  Moses  became 
the  first  Demon  to  make  100  tackles  in  four  consecutive  seasons. 

Safety  Fred  Thompson  and  kick  returner  James  Brock  were  both  chosen  to  the 
All  SLC  second-team.  Offensive  linemen,  George  Paul  and  Curtis  Wilkins,  were 
honorable  mention  picks  along  with  teammates  Steve  Readeaux  at  linebacker  and 
Tony  Echols  at  safety. 

Although  this  season  resulted  in  an  overall  disappointment,  the  Demon 
football  team  has  to  regroup  and  come  out  fighting  next  year.  4S|

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The  Northwestern  Demons  opened  their  1 993-94  season  with  an  impressive 
win  over  Ouachita  Baptist.  The  Demons,  led  by  Larry  Terry's  33  points,  defeated 
the  Tigers  by  a  score  of  97-69. 

The  next  match  up  came  against  Tarleton  State,  and  it  ended  with  another 
Demon  victory.  The  Demons  outscored  Tarleton  State  63-53. 

Later  in  the  season 
Northwestern  suffered 
two  disappointing  losses 
in  the  state  of  Alabama 
evening  its  record  at  3-3. 
The  first  loss  was  at  the 
hands  of  the  University  of 
Alabama  by  only  one 
point,  85-84.. 

In  a  game  with  1 2  lead 
changes,  the  Demons  led 
by  8  with  less  than  three 
minutes  left  in  the  game, 
but  Alabama  took  the  win 
with  a  10-1  run  in  the  last 
two  minutes.  The  Tide 
sealed  the  victory  with  a 
shot  from  just  inside  the 
free  throw  line. 

"It' s  a  gut-wrenching 
feeling  for  us,"  said  De- 
mon coach  Dan  Bell. 
"We'  re  in  a  position  in  the 
last  two  minutes  to  con- 
trol our  destiny,  and  we 
didn't.  After  a  stretch  of 
doing    so    many    right 
things,  we  didn't  finish." 
The  hoopsters  also 
failed  to  win  their  next 
game.  The  Troy  State  Tro- 
jans overcame  a  16  point  halftime  deficit  to  score  a  123-1 18  victory.  Bell's  boys 
shot  90  percent  from  the  free  throw  line  but  only  43  percent  from  the  field. 

"We  let  two  games  get  away  from  us  on  this  road  trip,"  said  Bell.  "We  didn't 
finish.  Good  teams  finish.  We  just  have  to  regroup  and  do  a  much  better  job  in 
our  next  20  games  than  we  did  in  these  last  two."  /%$. 
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Despite  a  mediocre  season  and  an  injury  to  senior  Larry  Terry,  the  Demons 
still  had  a  remote  chance  of  making  the  NCAA  post  season  tournament. 

The  basketball  team  got  off  on  the  right  track  with  a  win  over  Texas- 
Arlington  in  the  last  home  game  of  the  season.  Two  seniors  from  the  Demon  squad 
really  stepped  their  playing  up  a  notch  in  this  the  last  home  appearance  of  their 
career.  Eric  Kubel  and  Terry  led  the  Demons  with  64  points  combined. 

Kubel  scored  27 
points  and  pulled  down 
22  rebounds.  Kubel  is 
ranked  12th  nationally  in 
scoring  and  third  in  re- 
bounding. 

Terry,  in  his  sec- 
ond game  back  from  a 
three  week  lay-off  due  to 
a  fractured  elbow  on  his 
shooting  arm,  scored  27 
points  including  five  3- 
pointers. 

"We  played  very 
well  tonight,"  said  De- 
mon head  coach  Dan 
Bell.  "I  hate  to  see  the 
seniors  leave  this  place, 
but  at  least  their  last  home 
game  was  a  good  one." 

With  this  win, 
there  was  still  hope  for 
the  Demons.  Having 
Terry  back,  the  Demons 
would  need  to  win  the 
rest  of  their  regular  sea- 
son games,  and  they  must 
win  the  Southland  Con- 
ference Tournament  which  follows  regular  season  play  in  order  to  get  a  bid  from 
the  NCAA. 

Getting  a  bid  to  the  NCAA  tournament  is  going  to  be  a  large  task  for  the 
Demons;  but  with  the  aid  of  Terry  and  luck  on  their  side,  they  just  might  pull  off 
another  one  of  those  heroic  demonstrations  of  Northwestern  People  power  and  get

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Eric  Kubel's  32  points  included  a  go-ahead  10-foot  jumper  with  13  seconds  left  as  the  Northwestern 
edged  Stephen  F.  Austin  83-80  in  a  Conference  basketball  match-up. 

Kubel's  basket  put  Northwestern  up  8 1  -80.  After  Stephen  F.  Austin  missed  a  shot,  he  hit  two  free  throws 
with  five  seconds  left  to  clinch  the  victory. 

The  losing  Lumberjacks  overcame  a  13-point  deficit  with  3:50  left,  taking  an  80-79  lead  on  an  SFA  10- 
foot  jumper  with  25  seconds  to  go.  After  a  timeout,  Kubel  hit  a  turnaround  jumper  in  the  lane,  then  was  fouled 

after  rebounding  a  miss  by  the  Lumberjacks  with  five 
seconds  left. 

Kenny  McMillon  scored  16  and  Tony  Beaubouef 
added  12  for  the  Demons.  Walter  Williams,  the  De- 
mons' promising  freshman,  fractured  his  forearm  dur- 
ing the  contest  after  scoring  nine  points  and  getting 
nine  rebounds. 

Williams  will  be  out  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season,  according  to  doctors. 

The  Demons,  10-9  overall,  moved  to  5-6  in  the 
Southland  Conference  putting  them  into  a  tie  for  fourth 
place  in  the  SLC  after  its  second  straight  win. 

This  seemed  to  be  Tony  Kubel's  week  as  he  sank 
32  points  in  the  SLC  victory  against  Sam  Houston. 
Kubel  led  four  double  figure  scorers  for  Northwestern 
as  the  Demons  rolled  to  a  93-64  win. 

Kenny  McMillon  scored  1 7,  Charles  Koonce  had 
1 2  points  and  1 1  rebounds  and  Chris  Trailer  scored  10 
for  the  streaking  Demons,  snapping  a  three-game  los- 
ing streak. 

Trailer  had  a  streak  of  12  straight  made  field 
goals  end  midway  through  the  second  half.  The  6-foot- 
6-inch  junior  hit  his  first  four  shots  after  making  all 
eight  of  his  attempts  in  Northwestern' s  last  game. 

The  Demons  led  42-34  at  halftime  and  scored  the 
first  eight  points  of  the  second  half,  with  Koonce 
getting  the  first  four.  The  lead  never  dipped  under  12 
points  afterward  and  was  never  smaller  than  22  points 
in  the  last  11:42. 

The  win  was  the  Demons'  first  without  Larry 
Terry,  the  No.  2  scorer  in  the  conference.  He  suffered  a 


fractured  elbow  two  games  ago  and  was  probably  lost  for  the  season 
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Five  Lady  Demons  scored  in  double  figures,  and  Northwestern  shot  56  percent  from 
the  field  on  its  way  to  a  1 02-74  season-opening  victory  over  previously  unbeaten  East  Texas 
Baptist. 

Junior  college  transfer  Bridgete  Williams  scored  2 1  points  to  lead  the  Lady  Demons 
while  Joskeen  Garner  added  20.  Also  scoring  in  double  figures  were  Angela  Simpson  with 
15,  Angela  Lucius  with  a  career-high  13  and  Stephanie  Shaw  with  12. 

Williams  hit  a  three-point  bomb  to  put  Northwestern  on 
top  for  good.  The  Lady  Demons  outscored  East  Texas,  ranked 
23rd  in  the  latest  N  AI A  poll,  1 4-2  over  the  next  two  minutes  and 
had  built  a  61-31  lead  at  the  half. 

Lady  Demon  head  coach  James  Smith  was  pleased  with 
the  overall  performance  of  his  team  in  their  first  appearance  of 
the  season.  Northwestern  hit  42  of  75  shots  from  the  floor, 
including  nine-of-18  from  three-point  range. 

"If  we  shoot  like  we  did  tonight  all  season  long,  we're 
going  to  win  a  lot  of  ball  games,"  Smith  said.  "We  did  a  lot  of 
things  tonight  for  the  first  time  out  but  have  to  work  on  some 
things  also." 

Williams  hit  eight  of  16  shots  from  the  floor,  including 
five  of  the  nine  from  three-point  range,  to  lead  Northwestern 
with  21  points. 

Garner  avoided  the  sophomore  jinx  by  hitting  10  of  14 
shots  while  pulling  down  a  team-high  13  rebounds. 

Shaw  dished  out  a  career-high  14  assists,  breaking  her 
previous  career  best  of  10.  She  nearly  completed  a  triple  double 
as  she  scored  12  points  and  pulled  down  eight  rebounds. 

Simpson,  the  third  of  the  highly-touted  sophomores  on 
the  Northwestern  roster,  led  the  team  with  four  steals. 

Joskeen  Garner  was  named  Southland  Conference  and 
Louisiana  Sports  Writers  Association  Player  of  the  Week  after 
averaging  24.3  points,  12  rebounds,  3.7  blocked  shots  and  3.3 
steals  per  game,  leading  the  Lady  Demons  to  a  3-0  record  for  that 
week. 
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The  sophomore  forward  scored  a  career-high  29  points  and  added  a  game-high  13 
rebounds  in  a  77-54  win  over  the  University  of  Maine  to  capture  the  championship  of  the 
Dead  River  Tip-off  Classic  in  Orono,  Maine.  On  her  way  to  being  named  Most  Valuable 
Player  of  the  tournament,  Garner  had  24  points  with  1 0  rebounds  in  a  7 1  -60  opening-round 
win  over  Army. 

Garner  began  the  season  by  scoring  20  points  and  pulling  down  1 3  rebounds  in  a  1 02- 
74  win  over  East  Texas  Baptist. 

A  native  of  Florien,  Garner  was  named  Player  of  the  Week  twice  last  year  on  her  way 
to  being  named  Freshman  of  the  Year  in' the  SLC. 

Lady  Demon  basketball  got  off  to  a  great  start  with  hopes  to  continue  their  record 
throughout  conference  play.  /£&

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With  half  of  their  conference  schedule  on  home  court,  the  Lady  Demons  stood  atop  the 
SLC  with  a  record  of  12-2  overall  and  7-1  in  conference  play. 

The  Northwestern  hoopsters  put  their  first  place  ranking  on  the  line  against  SLC  rival 
Northeast.  The  Lady  Indians  rolled  past  the  home  team  72-61.  Though  they  played  a  tough 
game,  they  saw  the  loss  come  on  the  boards.  Northeast  out-rebounded  the  Lady  Demons  58- 
33. 

"Northeast  did  a  great  job  of  getting  in  position  to  rebound  and  had  a  lot  of  second- 
chance  opportunities,"  said  Lady 
Demon  coach  James  Smith. 

After  the  upsetting  loss,  the 
roundballers  whipped  SLC  opponent 
Sam  Houston  easily  by  a  score  of  80- 
65.  This  win  kept  the  Demons'  hopes 
for  a  conference  championship  alive. 
"It's  good  to  get  this  one  behind 
us  so  that  we  can  now  focus  on  our 
next  game,"  said  coach  Smith.  "I 
believe  that  we  have  to  win  the  rest  of 
our  conference  games  to  win  a  cham- 
pionship."

"I  said  coming  in  that  we  had  to 
win  this  game  for  us  to  have  any 
chance  to  win  the  SLC  champion- 
ship," said  coach  Smith.  "It  is  still 
going  to  be  tough  because  we  have  to 
travel  to  Northeast  Louisiana  and 
Southwest  Texas  yet." 
The  Lady  Demons  pulled  back  to  back  conference  wins  to  remain  first  in  the  SLC.  Their 
first  victory  was  the  McNeese  State  Cowgirls  by  a  score  of  71-59.  The  team  win  was  led  by 
Garner  and  Simpson  with  1 9  points  each.  Garner  also  moved  into  tenth  place  on  Northwestern' s 
career  rebounding  list  with  21  rebounds  for  the  game  and  578  for  her  career. 

The  next  opponent  felt  much  of  the  same  effect.  Northwestern  defeated  Nicholls  by  a 
score  of  87-68.  Simpson  led  the  team  with  30  points.  This  win  improved  Northwestern  to  16- 
3  overall  and  1 1-2  in  conference. 
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The  Lady  Demons  roundballers  continued  the  pursuit  of  their  fust  ever  Southland 
Conference  title  when  they  matched  up  with  SLC  opponent  North  Texas  State  University. 
Northwestern  defeated  the  Lady  Eagles  easily  by  a  score  of  98-86.  This  win  lifted  the  Lady 
Demons  to  17-3  overall  and  12-2  in  conference  play. 

The  road  to  an  SLC  title 
will  be  a  rough  one  for  the  Lady 
Demons,  but  it  is  something  which 
is  definitely  realistic. 

"I  keep  telling  the  girls  that 
we  need  to  win  every  one  of  our 
conference  games  from  here  on 
out  to  win  the  title,"  said  head 
coach  James  Smith.  "It  would  be 
nice  to  get  some  help  from  other 
schools  in  the  conference,  but  I 
just  don't  know  if  that  will  happen 
so  we  have  to  take  care  of  our- 
selves. This  is  a  real  motivation  ;  it 
gives  us  something  to  continually 
strive  for." 

The  team  sure  was  taking 
care  of  itself  in  their  next  confer- 
ence match  up  when  they  defeated 
Texas-Arlington  68-63.  This  gave 
them  a  record  18-3  overall  and  13- 
2  in  conference.  The  win  was 
definitely  a  good  one,  but  it  was 
more  costly  than  anyone  would 
have  ever  imagined. 

Soph  o  m  o r  e A  n  g  e 1  a 
Simpson,  the  leading  scorer,  went 
down  with  a  knee  injury  in  the  first

This  injury  came  at  a  bad  time  for  Northwestern  as  they  are  still  in  the  thick  of  things 
for  the  conference  title.  The  teams  spirits  arc  still  high  and,  hopefully,  Joskeen  Garner  and 
the  oilier  ladies  can  step  it  up  a  notch  and  keep  the  title  hopes  alive  —  that  Northwestern 
People  spirit  needs  to  be  (lowing  full  force.

season  a  disappointing  14-20  overall  and  1-8  in 
conference  play. 

The  netters  are  coached  by  Rickey  McCalister, 
who  also  doubles  as  the  head  coach  for  the  women' s 
softball  team.  "This  team  has  a  lot  of  potential,  " 
said  the  coach.  "We  just  need  to  become  a  little 
more  consistent,  and  that  is  something  we  are  striv- 
ing to  do.  I  see  great  potential  this  year  and,  most 
likely,  a  winning  season." 

The  Lady  Demons'  only  win  in  conference 
came  over  Nicholls  by  shutting  out  the  Lady  Colo- 
nels 3-0  in  their  match  up.  "We  played  well  and  we 
deserved  to  win,"  said  setter  Jeri  Dusenberry .  "We've 
been  waiting  and  working  for  this  win  for  awhile, 
and  it  feels  good." 

At  season's  end,  Amy  Warren,  a  freshman 
middle  blocker,  led  Northwestern  with  289  kills  and 
1 17  blocks.  Warren's  .293  hitting  percentage  and 
her  1.01  blocks  per  game  ranked  her  in  the  top  six 
volleyball  players  in  the  conference. 

"I  was  really  proud  of  Warren,"  McCalister 
said.  "She,  like  many  of  her  teammates,  works  hard 
and  is  continually  striving  to  improve  her  game." 

"I  really  am  looking  forward  to  next  season," 
Dusenberry  said.  "We  had  a  rough  go  of  it  this  year 
but  next  year  is  looking  more  promising.  We  will 
pull  through  because  we  will  have  more  experience 
under  our  belts." 

Although  they  would  have  preferred  a  winning 
season,  McCalister* steam  will  be  returning  most  of 
their  players  for  next  year;  and  hopefully,  they  can  pick  up  a  Pew  new  freshmen

Freshman  Christine  Dodge  and  sophomore  Emily  Nichols  won  singles 
championships  in  the  Memphis  State  Invitational  Tennis  Tournament.  Nichols 
lost  only  seven  games  in  her  three  matches  in  the  No.  5  singles  bracket  during  the 
tournament. 

Katarina  Ristic  was  honored  as  the  Southland  Conference  Player  of  the 

Week  when  she  went  4-0  during  one  week  of 
conference  play.  With  two  SLC  wins,  Ristic 
ended  the  season  with  a  16-4  overall  record 
and  a  6-1  SLC  singles  and  doubles  record. 
Also  notable  was  Nichols'  5-2  singles 
and  doubles  record  in  SLC  play.  Teammate 
Natalie  Roziers  posted  a  5-1  SLC  singles 
record  to  end  the  season  for  the  team. 

The  Lady  Demons  won  9-0  over 
Texas  Pan-Am,  9-0  over  Sam  Houston,  8-0 
over  Louisiana  Tech  and  9-0  over  Texas 
Arlington. 

The  Lady  Demons  led  the  league  at 
one  point  during  the  season  with  32  points 
through  five  matches. 

"We  placed  fourth  in  the  conference, 
but  it  was  close  in  the  number  of  points," 
said  Elvira  Spika,  a  member  of  the  tennis 
team.  "We  played  a  good  tournament,  but 
the  total  number  of  points  were  closer  than 
they  were  with  our  1992  third  place  show- 
ing."

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The  Demon  track  team,  led  by  Ail-American  LaMark  Carter,  blew  out  the 
competition  during  the  1993  season.  The  Demons  won  the  Southland  Conference 
Indoor  Championship  held  in  February.  Coach  Leon  Johnson  was  unanimously 
voted  SLC  Men's  Indoor  Coach  of  the  Year  and  Carter  was  voted  the  meet's 
Outstanding  Field  Performer. 

Being  voted  Male  Indoor  Athlete  of  the  Year  was  just  the  start  of  the  list  of 
honors  bestowed  on  Carter  before  the  season's  end.  Carter,  a  three-time  All 
American,  put  in  a  school  record  performance  at  the  Southland  Conference 
Outdoor  Track  and  Field 
Championships  in  the 
triple-jump  last  May. 

Carter  capped  his 
career  at  Northwestern 
with  a  fourth  place  finish 
in  the  triple  jump  at  the 
NCAA  Outdoor  Track 
and  Field  Champion- 
ships. Along  with  team- 
mate Lancelin,  Carter 
won  Ail-American  rec- 
ognition for  being  among 
the  top  eight  American- 
born  athletes  in  the  event. 

Team  members 
Ryan  Martin,  Damien 
Rosado,  Fred  Thompson, 
Eric  Lancelin  and  fresh- 
man Joe  Rhyans  all  gave 
outstanding  perfor- 
mances during  the  1993 
track  season. 

Coach  Johnson 
was  joined  by  coaches 
Brian  Brown,  Olympic 
medalist  Natasha  Brown 
and  Dean  Johnson  in  forging  a  winning  team. 

"All  the  credit  is  due  the  kids,"  Johnson  said.  "They're  very  competitive 
every  day,  especially  in  training  and  big  meets." 

Things  are  looking  up  for  the  1994  season.  Several  members  of  last  year's 
team  will  be  returning,  along  with  Johnson,  to  form  the  backbone  for  another

The  Lady  Demons  finished  strong  with  third  places  by  Marlene  Garner  in 
the  55  meters  and  LaTonya  Hamilton  in  the  55  meter  hurdles  to  top  the  Southland 
Conference  Indoor  Championship  in  February. 

"Every  point  mattered,"  Chris  Maggio  said.  "For  these  young  ladies  to 
have  come  from  the  bottom  of  the  conference  to  fourth  place  in  the  last  three  years 
is  a  tribute  to  effort  and  dedication." 

In  the  Northwest- 
ern Invitational  April,  Gar- 
ner, the  reigning 
Southland  Conference 
women's  100  meter  cham- 
pion, defended  her  Invita- 
tional 100  meter  title  with 
an  11:47  clocking.  The 
time  was  a  record,  beat- 
ing her  1 1:61  last  year. 
This  made  Garner  a  provi- 
sional NCAA  qualifier. 
She  missed  becoming 
Northwestern' s  first-ever 
women's  NCAA  auto- 
matic qualifier  by  just  .04 
seconds. 

The  women  went 
on  to  win  the  meet.  First 
place  wins  came  from 
Natasha  Barber,  Mary- 
alyce  Walsh,  Hamilton, 
Tiffany  Freddie  and  Carla 
Davison. 

In  the  Northwest- 
ern Twilight  Open  in  May, 
sophomore  Walsh  set  a 
Northwestern  record,  winning  the  5000  meters  in  18:06.65.  Garner,  a  senior,  was 
the  triple  jump  winner.  The  team  had  a  meet-best  seven  victories.  Along  with  those 
wins,  Northwestern's  women  got  firsts  from  Becky  Boydin  in  discus,  Hamilton  in 
100  hurdles  and  Ellis  in  the  400  meter  dash. 

In  SLC  Championships  at  the  season's  end,  Northwestern's  Lady  Demons 

finished  third.  Meet  leaders  were  Garner  and  multi-event  star  Freddie.  Walsh  made 

the  All-Louisiana  squad,  taking  third  place  in  three  distance  running  events.  Walsh 

currently  holds  school  records  in  the  3,000,  5,000,  and  10,000  meter  runs.  She 

represented  Northwestern  at  the  SLC  Scholar-Athlete  Luncheon  held  for  the  top 

male  and  female  student  athletes  from  each  of  the  conference's   10  member 

institutions.

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Many  students  on  this  campus  enjoy  competi- 
tive sports,  but  few  of  them  get  to  feel  the  excitement 
of  intercollegiate  athletics. 

Most  people  turn  to  other  sources  for  competi- 
tion. Some  look  to  physical  education  classes  and 
health  clubs,  but  most  students  seek  their  thrill  of 
victory  in  the  Intramural  Department. 

Intramurals  provides  students  with  organized 
sports  leagues  where  the  competition  is  intense,  and  a 
growing  student  participation  is  making  the  leagues 
even  better  and  a  source  of  increasing  rivalries. 

Some  people  look  for  material  objects  as  prizes 
for  winning,  but  many  just  want  to  earn  bragging  rights 

over  their  peers.  The  Intramural  Department  awards 
prizes  to  those  squads  who  win  their  leagues,  and  the 
teams  are  also  offered  a  chance  to  play  in  an  All 
Campus  Tournament. 

Teams  who  win  the  campus  championships  are 
eligible  for  an  expense  paid  trip  to  a  state  tournament. 
There  the  teams  compete  against  other  schools  from 
across  the  state  to  be  the  best  in  Louisiana. 

Many  people  compete  for  another  reason,  the 
President's  Cup.  This  represents  the  best  of  Northwestern  throughout  the  season. 

The  President's  Cup  is  a  prestigious  honor  because  it  is  based  on  a  point 
system  from  all  team  sports  through  the  fall  and  spring  semester.  Winners  from 
every  sporting  event  receives  points.  The  team  with  the  most  wins  is  named  the  best 
in  their  league  at  Northwestern.  In  the  spring  of  1993,  the  President's  Cup  was 
awarded  by  divisions  to  Kappa  Alpha  (Greek  league),  Going  For  Broke  (Open 
league),  Boozman  Dorm  (Dorm  league)  and  Tri  Sigma  (Women's  league),     jgu

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The  1993  Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in- 
ductions were  held  in  June.  Heading  the  list  of 
inductees  were  Super  Bowl  XXII  hero  and  G rambling 
great  Doug  Williams,  LSU  football  great  Charles 
Alexander  and  basketball-star  Calvin  Natt  of  Bastrop 
and  Northeast  Louisiana.  Also  honored  was  three- 
time  basketball  All-American  "Cotton"  Nash,  vener- 
able baseball  figure  Connie  Ryan  and  Edna  Tarbutton, 
whose  Baskin  High  teams  won  eight  consecutive 
state  girls  basketball  championships  from  1948-55. 

Williams  earned  a  place  in  pro  sports  history 
with  his  record-shattering  Most  Valuable  Player  per- 
formance in  Super  Bowl  XXII,  leading  the  Washing- 
ton Redskins  to  a  blowout  win  over  the  Denver 
Broncos.  He  first  drew  nationwide  acclaim  as  an  Ail- 
American  quarterback  for  legendary  coach  Eddie 
Robinson's  Grambling  Tigers,  winding  up  fourth  in 
the  1977  Heisman  Trophy  voting. 

Alexander  was  one  of  LSU's  most  decorated 
players  as  a  two-time  consensus  All- America  running 
back  in  1 977-78  before  going  on  to  a  seven  year  NFL 
career  with  the  Cincinnati  Bengals,  highlighted  by  a 
trip  to  the  1981  Super  Bowl.  Nicknamed  "Charles  the 
Great",  Alexander  set  nine  Southeastern  Conference 
records,  tied  another,  and  set  27  LSU  records  in  his 
remarkable  career. 

Natt,  a  Bastrop  native,  won  major  college 
basketball  All-American  honors  to  cap  a  sensational 
career  at  Northeast  Louisiana  University.  He  became 
a  star  forward  in  the  pro  ranks,  made  the  NBA  All- 
Rookie  Team  in  1980  and  played  in  the  1985  NBA 
All-Star  Game.

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Ryan,  a  native  and  resident  of  New  Orleans, 
spent  45  years  in  professional  baseball  as  an  infielder, 
coach,  and  manager.  He  made  two  trips  to  the  World 
Series(1947, 1958)  and  earned  a  spot  in  the  1944A11- 
Star  Game.  He  spent  12  years  as  a  player.  He 
followed  this  with  three  decades  as  a  scout  and  coach 
and  earned  the  first  full  scholarship  awarded  for 
baseball  at  LSU.  At  New  Orleans'  Jesuit  High,  he  was 
All-Southern  and  All-Star  in  baseball  and  football, 
lettering  in  four  sports. 

Tarbutton  fashioned  one  of  the  more  remark- 
able coaching  records  in  Louisiana  history.  As  girls 
basketball  coach  for  33  years  at  Baskin  High,  she 
guided  her  teams  to  nine  state  titles-including  eight  in 
a  row  from  1948-55.  Her  teams  put  together  218 
consecutive  wins  from  1947-53.  In  the  eight-year  run 
of  championships,  Baskin  lost  only  twice  in  313 
games. 

Nash  became  Kentucky's  first  three-time  All- 
America  star  and  went  on  to  play  professional  basket- 
ball and  baseball.  He  was  a  four-sport  star  at  Lake 
Charles  High  School  in  1958-60.  He  played  nine 
years  of  professional  baseball,  including  brief  major 
league  stints  in  three  seasons.  He  also  played  in  the 
NBA  with  the  Lakers  and  Warriors  in  1964-65  and  in 
the  ABA  with  Louisville  in  1967-68. 

The  Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  was  founded 
by  the  Louisiana  Sportswriters  Association  in  1958. 
Its  permanent  home  in  Natchitoches  was  established 
in  1972.  The  six  inductees  join  only  145  previous 
honorees  enshrined  in  the  Hall  of  Fame.

Saturday,  Oct.  9,  former  Northwestern  athletic  letter-winners 
voted  four  fellow  athletes  into  the  "Graduate  'N  Club"  Hall  of  Fame. 
This  award  is  the  highest  honor  given  by  the  university  to  its  former 
athletes. 

Inducted  were  Diane  Pittman  McCain,  Woody  Schick,  Petey 
Perot,  and  David  Wright. 

McCain  put  effort  into  women's  rights  as  well  as  athletics  by 
being  one  of  the  first  females  in  Louisiana  to  receive  an  athletic 
scholarship.  She  once  held  a  41 -point  scoring  record  against  Loui- 
siana Tech  in  1 975  for  eleven  years  and  averaged  over  1 5  points  per 
game  in  her  last  three  seasons  of  play. 

As  a  freshman,  her  skills  aided  Northwestern  in  winning  the 
AIAW  championship,  and  as  a  sophomore  she  was  elected  most 
valuable  player  of  the  LSU  Invitational  and  Northwestern  Invita- 
tional. 

In  addition  to  being  a  respected  basketball  player,  McCain 
played  on  Northwestern' s  state  championship  volleyball  team,  was 
awarded  Delta  Psi  Kappa's  academic  award  as  a  senior  and  gradu- 
ated with  a  cumulative  3.6  grade  point  average. 

Schick  was  Northwestern' s  pitching  ace  and  threw  impres- 
sive statistics  despite  an  injury  that  occurred  in  his  senior  year. 

One  of  his  greatest  comebacks  was  pitching  against  Stephen  F.  Austin.  After  losing  the  first  game,  he 
brought  Northwestern  back  by  pitching  a  no-hitter  the  second  half  of  the  doubleheader. 

As  pitcher,  he  threw  three  no-hitters  between  1969  and  1972  and  still  retains  the  Demon  single-season 
record  for  most  complete  games  and  innings  pitched. 

Perot  marked  the  record  books  as  probably  the  greatest  offensive  lineman  in  Northwestern  football 
history.  He  started  for  four  straight  years  as  tackle  and  guard  for  the  Demons  and  twice  acquired  All-Louisiana 
honors. 

After  his  senior  year,  he  was  picked  up  in  the  second  round  of  the  NFL  draft  by  the  Philadelphia  Eagles. 
After  six  seasons  with  the  Eagles,  he  joined  the  Saints  for  two  more  years  of  professional  play.  Perot  started 
in  the  1 980  Super  Bowl  for  Philadelphia  and  was  elected  "Offensive  Player  of  the  Week"  by  Sports  Illustrated 
on  Sept.  29,  1985,  for  outstanding  play  against  the  San  Francisco  49ers.  Since  leaving  the  NFL,  he's  found  a 
successful  career  as  line  coach  for  Louisiana  Tech. 

Wright  kept  tradition  alive  by  following  in  his  brother  and  father's  footsteps  and  became  one  of  the  best 
all  around  players  for  Demon  football.  In  the  four  years  he  played  for  Northwestern,  he  mastered  four  different 
positions  and  turned  down  scholarships  from  other  schools  to  stay  with  the  Demons. 

As  a  freshman,  he  played  a  reserve  role  as  a  quarterback,  yet  managed  to  throw  for  58  yards  and  a 
touchdown.  As  a  sophomore  fullback,  Wright  ran  for  1 90  yards  and  three  touchdowns  and  received  eight  passes 
for  72  yards.  During  his  junior  year,  Wright  took  defensive  end  by  storm  with  64  tackles  and  six  quarterback 
sacks.  Wright's  senior  year  was  played  as  linebacker.  Again,  he  turned  out  a  successful  season  with  91  tackles 
and  an  award  of  honorable  mention  All-Louisiana  in  1979. 

These  new  inductions  into  'N'  Club  Hall  of  Fame  increased  its  membership  to  1 25  over  a  90  year  era  of 
Northwestern  excellence  in  athletic  competition.  $|^

From  the  beginning  the  entire  staff 
of  the  1994  Potpourri  thought  the  book's 
production  would  be  a  "joyride"  culminat- 
ing in  the  arrival  of  the  book.  This  "joyride" 
immediately  turned  into 
reality  as  the  initial  dead- 
lines took  their  toll,  as  well 
as  three  section  editors. 

With  this  on- 
slaught of  pressure,  the 
entire  staff,  composed  now 
of  the  eight  people  on  this 
page  as  well  as  a  few  writ- 
ers, saw  long  nights  gradu- 
ally turn  to  morning  on 
more  than  one  occasion 
while  working  on  dead- 
line projects.  This  grew 
old  fast  and  the  tension 
brought  out  colorful  sides 
of  each  staff  member.  However,  the  com- 
mon knowledge  that  journalists  work  best 
under  pressure  seems  to  prove  itself  true  on 
each  page  of  the  book.
